tion that Japan will stake her whole 
fortunes on one pitched battle. Lord 
Nelson in 1805 had behind him other 
fleets of Great Britain. 
Admiral Rojestvensky wilt be harried 
from point to point, losing many craft. 
If he gets through with the remainder 
of his fleet to Viadivostok, Japan will 
invest that place and repeat Port Ar- 
thur. 
If, on the other hand, the Russians 
should defeat Togo and gain command 
of the sea, English experts recall that 
Napoleon was two vears In Egypt. 4 
much less promising country, after he 
had lost command of the sea: the 
Japanese in Manchuria will get plenty 
of food and have the Chinese on their 
side. 
Happily, the crisis over the French 
neutrality question has lost during the 
past week some of its ugilest features 
It has been made clear even to Japan 
that France earnestly desires to avoid 
being drawn into war. Japanese states- 
men have shown admirable restraint 
under great provocation, but insist that 
France must render satisfaction by 
preventing Admiral Nebogatof from 
receiving facilities assumed by Rojeat- 
vensky.

MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


Wurder and suicide were, respective- 
ly, the verdicts of the Coroner's jury 
which yesterday investigated the trag- 
edy.

The wit- 
nesses told how Brightman had gone 
to the house on Loomis street in which 
Mrs. Gurney lived, shot her. and when 
pursued by several workmen ran «4 
short distance and killed himself.

NO COMFORT FOR HIM. 


The husband of the murdered 
woman arrived yesterday from San 
Francisco, where he is eenployed as a 
reporter on the Chronicle. He received 
the firet news of the tagedy when he 
entered the Chronicle office Friday 
@tfernoon to begin his days work. 
The telegram stated that his wife had 
been shot but was not dead. He 
took the first train for Los Angeles, 
and when he reached San José he was 
Informed that his wife had passed 
away. What his feelings were during 
the journey of nearly 500 miles no man 
ean realize. Sleep was out of the ques- 
tion and he spent the night pacing 
the aisle of the cdédach. When he 
reached this city be was met by 
friends who tried to comfort him, but 
what can one man say to comfort an- 
other under such circumstances. He 
was aknost hysterical during the 
afternoon when the magnitude of his 
loss was in a measure realized by him. 
He could not go to where his wife had 
been main, he had no friends whom 
he could visit without finding some- 
thi which was suggestive of her and 
or t few short weeks of happiness 
he had spent with her: he hesitated 
about going to the undertaking parlors 
where lay the body. Anticipating «a 
visit by him to his wife's bier, his 
friends had sent almost a wagon- 
load of flowers there and had seen toit 
that the body of the bride was dressed 
in a white satin robe. He did go there 
finally.

CROKER DIES FROM 
OPIUM AND WHISKY. 


EWTON (Kann.) May 13.—The 

coroner's jury in the case of 

Herbert V. Croker, brought in the 
following verdict at 10:30 today: 

“We find upon our oaths that said 
Herbert V. Croker came to his death 
on May 12, 1905, on Santa Fé train: No. 
17, while between Kansas City, Mo.. 
and Newton, Kan., from the effects of 
narcotic poisoning taken into his. sys- 
tem at Kansas City, Mo., before 
boarding said train, by means and 
manner unknown to-this jury.” 

The authorities here are convinced 
that Herbert V. Croker, was drugged 
and robbed at Kansas City. The 
clothing he wore evidently was not hig 
own, being of cheap material and 
badly soiled. The hat that he wore 
had on it initials other than his own 
and bore the trade mark of a Minnea- 
polis, Minn., firm. His own clothing 
evidently had been stolen and other 
garments given him. Physiciang say 
that from the symptoms Croker might 
have died from opium poisoning. 
though they are not sure that this 
was the drug used. They agree, how- 
ever, with the Coroner, that the man

FATHER MAY NOT COME. 
OCEAN TRIP A HARD ONE.

~ WHISKY AND OPIUM. 
YOUNG MAN TAKES BOTH. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS? M.) 

KANSAS CITY (Mo.) May 13.— The 
death of Herbert V. Croker on a train 
between Kansas City and Newton, 
Kan., yesterday, was due to over- 
indulgence in whisky and opium, ac- 
cording to Chief of Police Hayes in this 
city, who made this statement today, 
after making a thorough investigation 
of the young New Yorker's movements 
here on Thureday. 

As a result of the work of the de- 
tectives here since yesterday, Charles 
Wilson, the negro hotel porter, who 
placed Croker on the south-bound 
Santa Fé train, on which he died; Ah 
Lee, a Chinaman, who sold Croker 
opium at his place in the North End 
and Ah Chee, a Chinese inmate of Lee's 
place, are under arrest. 

The stories of all three told to the 
police today were the same, to the ef- 
fect that Croker had gone to the 
Chinaman’s place of his own free will 
to smoke opium. 

Lee told the police that he had given 
Croker five opium pills, and that the 
latter had sthoked three of them dee 
told the same story. Wilson declared 
that his only connection with the case 
was in piloting Croker, at the New 
Yorker's request, to the opium den, to 
several saloons, and to the rallway sta- 
tion. Chief Hayes says he believes the 
story told by Wilson to be true, and 
that he is confident that neither the 
negro nor the Chinamen are criminally 
responsible for Croker’s death. 

Zack Mulhall, who had given a letter 
of introduction to Herbert V. Croker to 
take with him to Ranch 101, Bliss, 
Okla... said that young Croker came 
west at the request of Mrs. Croker, his 
mother, who he said thought a visit to 
the ranch would benefit his health. 
Mrs. Croker had consulted with Mr. 
Mulhall before the young man started 
from New York.

Broadway. There Wilson suggested 
that if Croker hed any money he had 
better give it to the bartender for site 
keping before they started out. Croker 
gave the bartender $20, saying it was 
all he had except some change, and 
the bartender placed the money in an 
envelope in the safe. 

From Cronin's saloon the two men 
went to Lee's place above a saloon in 
West Sixth treet, four blocks away. 
There Lee conducted Croker to a couch 
and Wilson had gone down stairs to 
wait until Croker had had a smoke. 

Croker had requested Wilson to be 
sure and wait for him. Wilson had 
played cards in the saloon below with 
some negroes for about an hour when 
Croker reeled into the room. 

“He was a little unsteady,” said w- 
son, “but he talked well. He told me 
that he had to catch a train for Okla- 
homa, and that we had better go. We 
went to Cronin’'s saloon and secured 
the $20 left there with the bartender. 
Croker bought a drink, and said he had 
but a few minutes in which to catch 
his train. We got into a hack and were 
driven fast to the depot.” 

Wilson said that they had reached 
the Union station only a few minutes 
before time for the train to start. After 
paying the carriage fare, Wilson said 
Croker had between $17 and $18 left. 
Croker tried to get a Pullman ticket, 
but was unable to do so, and the two 
went into the chair car. 

“Croker gave me a dollar,“ said Un- 
son, “and two check calling for a rain 
coat and a cane which he had checked 
at the hotel. The train staretd soon, 
and I jumped off.” 

After the examination of Wilson Chief 
Hayes gave it as his opinion that 
Croker had died from the effect of 
stroking the opium too fast. 

“He had but a short time before train 
time,“ said Chief Hayes, “and evidently 
in his endeavor to make the best of the 
time took the drug too fast. I am con- 
vinced that Wilson das told the truth, 
and was not conected in any way crim- 
inally with the death of Croker. We 
shall hold Wilson, however, for further 
investigation, and to be used as a wit- 
ness against Lee.” 

Ah Lee, the Chinaman, was arrested 
and brought to central station today. 
He wae questioned closely and told a 
story that bore out the statements 


made by Wilson regarding the vient of | 


the two men to his place. Lee ald that 
Croker had smoked five pills of vpium, 
but insisted that when he left the place 
Croker, although a little unsteady, was 
capable of taking care of himself. Both 
Wiilsen and Lee were placed in cells. 

The artender at Cronin’e saloon, 
questioned by the police, told the same 
story of Croker's visit to Hie place as 
related by Wilson. The bartender was 
not arrested and would not be, the 
chief said. 

In a telephone conversation § this 
morning. the coroner at Newton, Kan. 
informed the Associate! Press that the 
body of Mr. Croker had been emualmed 
early today upon instructions from 
Richard Croker, I., at New York. and 
that no autopsy would he held at New- 
ton. 

At Newton, Kar, where the body of 
Croker is being held, the coroner's jury 
which last night began an inauiry in- 
to the cause of his death, continue! it« 
investigation today. Last night the 
conductor, brakeman and porter of the 
Santa Fé train on which Croker died, 
had given their testimony. This story 
tallied prectically with that already 
known. The conductor, however, had 
testified that there was no smell of 
liquor about Croker when he found him 
dead tn the chair car, and the coroner 
today paid particular attention to this 
phase, in an endeavor to determine 
whether or not Croker had died from 
poison or from the effects of being 


drugged. 

C. H. Northfoes, the undertaker who 
prepared the * of Croker, testified 
that he found no bruises, and as far a. 
he knew there were no traces of poils- 
oning. 

Other members of the train crew tes- 
tified again as to seeing Croker on the 
train between Kansas City and New- 
ton, but nothing new was elicited from 
them. Later, in talking wit hthe Asso- 
clated Press over the long distance tele- 
phone, the coroner at Newton gave it 
as his opinion that Croker had been 
drugged. 

Richard Croker, Jr., ie expected to ar- 
rive at Newton on Sunday night. The 
body will be held until his arrival.

ROAD TO COAST. 
COLORADO SOUTHERN'S WISHES. 
(BY CT WIRE TO THE mirs! 

DENVER Colo) May 13.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.) J. M. Herbert, vice-presi- 
dent and general manager of the Colo- 
rado and Southern Railroad, this morn- 
ing confirmed a report that the road 
had revived the plan to build to a con- 
nection with the Western Pacific at Salt 
Lake for a transcontinental line. The 
survey takes in the Platte Cafion line 
and an extension along the South Fork 
of the Platte to Lake George, where the 
Colorado Midland ie reached. The lat- 
ter gives a trough line to Grand Junc- 
tion, and then the Colorado and South- 
ern will be built on to Salt Lake. One 
proposition contemplates the double- 
tracking of the Rio Grande west from 
Grand Junction to a point in Utah 
where the Colorado and Southern will 
dip to the north, connecting with the 
Western Pacific and San Pedro roads 
south of Salt Lake, thus giving it a 
short route to not only Northern Cali- 
fornia and San Francisco, but to South- 
ern California and Los Angeles. Sur- 
vays have been made for these new ex- 
tensions. 

The Colorado and Southern made the 
survey for the Lake George route about 
four years ago. At about the same 
time the Colorado Midland and the Rio 
Grande Western surveyed a route 
across country to Salt Lake from a 
point about 100 miles west of Grand 
Junction.

Debt. of 


Splendid Record Achieved Through Courage, Independence and 
_ Tenacity—The Biggest Plant in the United States, Built 
After Conquering the Unions—The City’s 


Gratitude. 


— 


FE splendid industrial results that 
are achievable in manufacturing in 
Los Angeles when the industry is 

not saddied with unionism are well ex- 

empimed by the large new plant which 
has just been completed by the Hughes 

Menufacturing Company of this city. 

For sixteen months in 1902-1903 this 
company was attacked by the unions 
with all the bitterness that they were 
capable of. The subjection of the 
Hughes Company was an essential 
part of the campaign to place the whole 
city under the union e for years to 
come, and the city owes a large debt of 
gratitude to the owners for their stead- 
fastness in holding out at the critical 
time when they did. 7 

The new plant is located on Alameda 
street, between Fourteenth and Fif- 
rati posts and wood oe the 

ative are 
chief products. notte 

There are nineteen acres of ground in 
the plat, and on it are located five large 
bulldings—four of them of brick and 
the other of wood. The latter structure 
is the 4 while the others are de- 
voted to the manufactory. 

Thomas Hughes, the t (most 

everybody knows him as “Tom” 

Hughes) proved very willing to take a 

Times man through the new place and 

explain its intricacies to him. 

“Come on,” said he. “I want to show 
you the president's office first. One of 
the nice things about it is t I am 
never in it.” 

It is located on the second floor, and 
is not nearly so pretentious as some of 
the others on the ground floor. 

But this president is one who does 
not stick to the office end of things 
merely, as could easily be seen when 
he took the visitor across the bridge 
into the big factory. 

Starting on the third floor, he pointed 
out every machine and explained its 
operation in a way that showed that he 
was thoroughly familiar with the way 
it should work. He ought to know, for 
he has been in this business in Los An- 
geles for the past twenty-one years. 

The top floor of the main building is 
devoted to the making of sash exclu- 
sively. The capacity of the plant in 
this class of work is 1800 pairs of sash 
a day, but at the present time only 600 
are being turned out, as the company 
is experiencing a shortage of lumber. 

The machinery here is all of the lat 
eat pattern, and the perfect work it 
turns out is a cause of wonder to the 
uninitiated. One which was especially 
noticable was a saw sharpener. This 
is used to file the big band saws that 
are used downstairs in sawing into 
strips the rough lumber. These saws 
have to be sharpened twice a day, and 
this machine does it with more speed 
and as much accuracy as a skijled me- 
chanic working by hand. 

On the floor below almost the entire 

space is given up to doors, though in 

one corner a skilled carver is at work 
and in another newel posts of hand- 
some design are made. 

There are doors of all kinds here— 
everything from a highly ornamental! 
one that is to be a part of a new church 
to a big batch of heavy sliding doors 
that are to adorn the baggage houses 
of some new Salt Lake Railway sta- 
tions out on the desert. 

These doors are all made piece by 
Pre. of course, each section being 
t ed out in thousands by a man and 
a machine who do nothing else but that. 

There are fifteen parts in the ordi- 

nary house door. y 0 assem- 
bled by an expert workman and ham- 
mered together with a wooden mallet. 
Then comes the crowning operation 
thet makes the misshapen mass a door 
that looks the part. 
The whole is put into a rigid form, 
and a powerful clamp shuts down upon 
it with steady yet invincible force. The 
clamp makes the boards creak and the 
hot glue run out of the crevices, but a 
minute or so in the relentless grarp is 
enough, and the thing that comes out of 
the machine is a solid plece. 
It is not finished yet, though. It stin 
has to go through a finisher-—a greedy 
machine that gobbies three doors a 
minute, handing them out at the other 
side as smooth as glass. 
At one side of the glue room, which i« 
also located on the second floor, are 
standing a number of specimens of rare 
woods to be used in veneering. These 
woods are all imported by the com- 
pany, and come from Honolulu, Aus- 
tralia and Central America. 
One of the handsomest wieces is one 
called Cocabola, from Honolulu. 
„We do a good deal of this venecring 
work,” said Mr. Hughes, “especially in 
mahogany work. We have found that 
veneered wood is more lasting in every 
way than the solid stuff.” ; 
The ground floor of the main building 
is given over to the handling of the 
roug lumber as it comes in. mere it 
is sawed into suitable lengths and 
shapes, and sent to the upper floors for 
the completing touches.

af all the tools used in the establish- 


a shipping department. A sidetrack of 
the Southern Pacific runs ly 
alongside the factory between these two 
buildings. 

On the other side of the plant is the 
big boiler, which is fed entirely by 
shavings from the machines above. As 
Gon as all the blowers are established 
in the floors above, the engine will be 
fed automatically, and there will be no 
shavings or sawdust littering the fac- 
tory floors. 

In the basement are two big engines, 
of 300 and 400 wer, 


the mechinery of the building ts 
propelied from a main shaft running 
the entire length of the basement of 
the main building, 400 feet. 

As even the present immense plant 
covers only about half the available 
space in the company's plat, there is 

le room for future development; 
and the company proposes to expand as 
rapidly as the conditions of business 
will warrant its ding so. 

“The fight against us was made di- 
rectly by the central governing body 
of the building trades, for the leaders 
understood the importance of our plant. 
As many as five strikes in one day 
have been called on jobs where we were 
furnishing mill work; and it was often 
necessary for us to deliver material at 
night on jobs where there was a time 
limit for their completion. 

“At that time I was not devoting my 
entire time to this business, and was 
only at the factory night and morning. 
My brother, G. G. Hughes, however, 
was then general manager, as he stil) 
is; and he bore the brunt of the battles. 

“You may judge of the severity of 
the methods employed and the vigilance 
and courage necessary to both the 
strike-breakers and the company offi- 
cers by the fact that it was necessary 
to escort our men to and from their 
homes. At night their homes were 
stoned, and other violent means were 
taken to intimidate them. The men 
were often so nervous that it was hard 
for them to keep from getting caught 
by the machinery. 

“We kept twenty advertisements for 
men in eastern papers—all the way 
from Brownsville, Tex., to Montreal, 
Caiada. Soon we began to receive let- 
ters from men anxious to take the 
places of the strikers. Then they started 
coming on here, and we were able to 
fill our vacancies. Had we depended 
upor union labor we never could have 
kept our plant running, except at the 
om of submitting to industrial despo- 
tiem. 

“To these men and to those of our old 
men who stood faithfully behind us in 
those troublesome days we feel very 
grateful, as they were essential factors, 
necessary to our success. 

“During the big strike, Mr. Lester 
Robinson, the secretary, bought into 
the business, and lent his support to- 
ward defeating the unions. His com- 
ing im at that time showed that he had 
the courage of his convictions, and 
feels that he has been fully rewarded 
by the way matters have turned out. 

“Well,” said Mr. Hughes, as he stood 
rul bing his chin reflectively, after mak- 
ing the rounds and telling of the va- 
rious workings of the plant, “It sort cf 
makes us feel good to know thai at las’, 
afte: vo many seemingly itnesurmount- 
able difficulties, we have a plan: nat ig 
at least as big as anything of its Kind 
in the United States, and perhaps the 


biggest. 

“We had a hard struggle with the 
unions, and for a time it look@d as f 
they were going to get the better of us. 
But a good many of the local peop e 
were brave enough to stand be us 
through the tire conflict; and had it 
not been far ihe Times it would have 
been impossible for us to have u 
ceeded at that time. 

“This company was the keystone in 
the scheme for unionizing the building 
trades of the city, and had we not bees 
able to withstand the fight they put up 
against us, there could not have been a 
bullding erected here for a good many 
years unless it were under the domina- 
tion of the labor unions. The cost would 
of course have been much greater than 
t is 


“At the present time I do not think 
that any of our men are members of 
the union. We do not ask any ques- 
tions of them when hiring them, 411 
only require good workmanehip as the 
Standard of employment. However, if 
we find a union agitator in the build- 
ing. we have no hesitation in sum 
marily kicking him out. 

“The men are with us on this matter. 
and are as much against the unions as 
we are.” 

The results of the policy pursued hy 
the Hughes Company are shown by the 
great increase in their bus me<s since 
the big strike was settled and the prin- 
ciple of the open shop establisne . The 
business has grown to five times what 
it was then, and has made necess:ry 
the great plant which has been de- 
ecribed in this sketch. Two hundred

O MORE DIRT STREETS. 
No more garden soil is to be used for 
“surfacing” the streets of Los Angeles. 
The Board of Public Works has aecided 
that such surfacing will not hereafter 
be considered as an improvement, and 
that all thoroughfares must be coated 
with a layer of gravel before they will 
be accepted by the city as improved 
streets, to be ‘thereafter kept up at the 
expense of the city at large. 
If this decision be adhered to, the 
new streets of the city will not be so 
well adapted to the growing of cab- 
bages and other garden truck, as are 
many of the streets now in use; but 
they will be better adapted to the pur- 
poses for which they are to be used— 
the purposes of travel and traffic. 
Garden soll is all right in its place. 
But its place is not on the surface of 
a traveled highway in the city. 
The use of garden earth, or “natural 
soll,” as a surfacing material for many 
of the streets In Los Angeles, 
sponsible for the high cost and the low 
efficiency of our streets—more particu- 
larly those in the residence sections, 
The natural soll is considerably cheaper 
in the beginning.

To send out a long freight train of 
miscellaneous cargo with a box car of 
dynamite in its middie, as in the case 
of the Harrisburg disaster, is to com- 
mit wholesale manslaughter im the 
event of wreck, and to have chanced it 
if no accident occurs.

LIQUID AIR FACTORY THE BONE 
OF CONTENTION. 


The little bunch of society men who 
became enamored of scientific re- 
Search to such an extent that they 
determined to encourage in a very 
practical way the manufacture of 
liquid air, have again got so entangled 

t they have had to appeal to the 
ris to straighten out their difficul- 
ties. 

The California Securities Company 
and the United States Liquid Air and 
Oxygen Company have become 80 
mixed up that only a lawyer can tell 
where the one ends and the other be- 


gins. 

In the suit now brought Henry C. 
Lee and James W. Lee, Jr., are figur- 
ing as the plaintiffs and the California 
Securities Company, William 6. 
Nevin, J. Warren Carhart, and Robert 
P. Flint are apearing as the defend- 
ants. The complaint covers many 
pages of typewriting, in which a full 
history is given of the formation of 
the California Securities Company by 
both parties to the action. When the 
organization was completed it was on 
the agreement that no stock should be 
sold without the consent of all owners, 
and that no assessments be levied 
save with the sasne unanimous con- 
sent. 

The company was now ready to do 
business, and the sole purpose of its 
creation, so it is claimed, was to ad- 
vance the interest and prosperity of 
the cold air and gas stock to be sold 
solid in blocks or in liquid shape. The 
United States Liquid Air and Oxygen 
Company had a capital stock of 8100. 
000 divided into 1000 shares and its di- 
rectors were the plaintiffs and defend- 
ants in this present suit excepting 
James W. Lee Whose place was filled 
by G. A. Bobrick, the inventor and 
patentee of a number of cold air proc- 
ses. company issued to Bo- 
brick $33 shares of stock and agreed 
in two years to erect somewhere in 
this country a factory. He on his side 
agreed to make conveyance to the 
company of all his patents, etc. 

The California Securities Company 
then stepped to the front and put up 
for 660 shares of the liquid air com- 
panys capital stock, the money to be 
handed out as it might be required. 
The plaintiffs dolefully complain that 
it has all been required and more is 
being demanded, and that is the enajor 
part of the trouble. The liquid air 
company added James W. Lee and 
Sam M. Haskins to the directorate 
and a majority of their number pro- 
ceeded to amend the bylaws so that 
the capital stock was chariged from 
1000 shures at $100 a share par value 
to 150,000 shares at $10 par value. The 
California Securities Company surren- 
dered its 660 shares and received of the 
new issue 6600 shares. Bobrick sur- 
rendered his block of 333 shares and 
was given in exchange 3330 shares of 
the new issue. Then the board of di- 
rectors adopted a resolution that the 
patents obtained from Bobrick were 
worth much more than they had given 
him. and made over to bim $140,000 in 
shares of the capital stock in consid- 
eration of his agreeing to do what he 
nad previously agreed he would do— 
hand over his patents, those applied 


for, etc. 
Bobrick is alleged to have taken his 


140,000 shares and made a dash for 
the office of the California Securities 
Company, where this block of poten- 
tial wealth was divided.

ROWS ON 


OW! What a protest struck the 

City Hall yesterday against 

changing the names of those 
streets down in the Fifth and Sixth 
wards! 

Mayor McAleer told The Times Fri- 
day that the Council had passed up to 
him for his approval an ordinance 
changing the names of ninety-one 
streets and parts of streets in that sec- 
tion of the city lying between Jefferson 
and Fiftieth streets. 

The Council said that there had been 
no protests. 

Saturday morning The Times printed 
the Ust of the proposed changes. Yes- 
terGay there came to the Mayor enough 
pre tests to make up for any past indif- 
ference and to spare. 

The Mayor hasn't signed the ordl- 
nance yet. At noon he shut up shop 
ana went into retirement until Tues- 


Clerk McKeag talked himself into 
early decline telling trate property own- 
ers over the telephone that the ordi- 
nance wasn't signed and suggesting 
that they go before the Council Monday 
with their protests. 

People living in the locoed district ad- 
mit that street names and numbers are 
jumbled up down there past all under- 
standing. But they object to having 
the names all changed, requiring them 
to take a post-graduate course in trigo- 
non.etry to locate their own dwellings. 

Bright and early yesterday came the 
shout from the water department. The 
secretary called on the Mayor to tell 
him that the proposed changes in names 
and number would cost the department 
several thousand dollars, and would 
only result in confusion worse con- 
founded. 

Chief Deputy Conrad in the Assess- 
or’s office sald that his department 
doesn’t give a continental whether there 
are any thoroughfares at all south of 


Jefierson: that the deputy assessors 
months ago gave up trying to locate 
property down there by street and num- 
ber, that they rely entirely on technical 
descriptions of metes and bounds. 

All day at the City Hall there was a 
clamor for Councilmen Smith and How- 
ton. But they came not. Probably the 
tinkering with those street names may 
have had something to do with the 
leave of absence which each received 
last Monday. 

It is a hot bunch that will go before 
the Council Monday to ask for their 
streets back. hey do not take kindly 
to the City Engineer's names. 

They are ready to extend to him the 
courtesies which a peacemaker gener- 
ally receives when he attempts to ar- 
bitrate a neighborhood row. 

In justice to the City Engineer it 
must be sald that he is not to blame for 
the change of names and numbers on 
those streets. Petitions for renumber- 
ing have come regularly to the Council 
i for the last ten years. Two commis- 
sions were appointed in years past to 
try to work out a system that would 
satisfy all parties. 

The differences between the property 
owners and one commission were ad- 
judicated by a police-court jury. The 
other commission was composed of 
quitters. 

About three months ago the City En- 
gineer announced that he is not a can- 
didate for any political office. The 
Council saw a light and passed up to 
him the proposition to make arbitrary 
changes in those street names and 
numbers, promising to back him up in 
whatever he did. 

But the Mayor was not included in 
the combine. When the ordinance came 
up to him he wanted to know. 

Now the lid is off and the indignation 
of the people in the district is bubbling 
over the sides.

“They almost apologized tor asking

“I saw, and I stayed at that hot 
one of the best in Chicago, for 4 ra 
less than the average traveller would 
have to pay at a second rate hotel. Of 
course, every clerk received a couple 
of passes in return, for which each 
promised to tell the guests. what a 
good show it was. 

“The head waiter speedily discovered 
my identity and in return for one pass 
he gave me the best service in the 
cafe, and strawberries and cream every 
morning free of charge. These straw- 
berries and cream were brought by 
the waiter with the compliments of the 
head waiter and were never entered on 
my bill. 

“It is remarkable how quickly every 
one discovers the identity of an advance 
agent, and peopre looking for passes 
flock around him like flies hovering 
over honey. The carriage agent of the 
hotel wanted a pass, but disliking to 
ask for it boldly, he offered me the 
use of a carriage any afternoon for 4 
drive in the park. 

“I gladly accepted the offer. Several 
t'mes during my stay in Chicago, I had 
ac -whenever I asked for it, 
and it was never charged on my bill. 

AN ORDER FOR SHOES. 

“There were many little perquisites 
which were handled adroitly in differ- 
ent cities... For instance, the advertis- 
ing agent cf a theater in another city 
remarked one day that my shoes were 
ooking shabby and that I ought to 
have n new pair. Then he coughed. 

“I didn’t wait for him to speak fur- 
ther, but te him a pass for two. 
Next day he brought me an order for 
a pair of shoes on a firm that has 
stores all over the country; signed by 
one of the officials of the company. I 
subsequently used that order in a city 
u thousand miles away and it was hon- 
ored without a single question for 
one of the best pairs of shoes in the 
house, | making my own selection. 

“a dave received a number of orders 
for ts In the same way and have 
sometimes keld these orders for months 
before using them. Some advertising 
agents are pretty clever at that sort 
of thing. | 

“In St. Louis I was presented with 
half a dozen beautiful monogrammed 
shirts by a merchant who was casually 
introduced to me in a cafe. I showed 
my appreciation by sending the mer- 
chant a box for the opening night of 
the play. 

“Neckties and socks have been given 
to me in such quantities that my trunk 
is always well supplied, and I haven't 
spent a dollar for such trimmings in 
a couple of years. 

“In San Francisco I wanted a suit of 
clothes, and was steered straight by 
one of the attaches of the leading thea- 
ter there. This tailor showed me some 
splendid materials, and finally made me 
up a $50 suit for $26. 

“He assured me that the cloth alone 
cost that much and that he was getting 
nothing for his labor, so I gave him 
three passes for his family. The suit

“I will never forget the first time a 
hotel refused to take cash from me 
when I tried to settle my bill. It was 
in Kingston, Ontario.

“I don't know whether the manager 
expected to get even with the company, 
but I do know he was the most cour- 
teous gentieman | had met in the hotel 
line, so I gave him about $10 worth of 
passes, and instructed the members of 
the company to be sure and stay at his 


“This was the only eastern hotel 
where I stayed free, but out West the 
hotels are very generous. One of the 
finest Christmas dinners 1 ever had 
was eaten at a hotel in Seattle, where 
I stuyed two «ays, and the manager 
never charged me a cent, and even ac 
cepted passes with reluctance, because 
he said he liked to encourage good busi- 
ness at the theaters and therefore al- 
ways paid for his seats. 

“My railroad transportation all (ver 
the continent did not cost me one cent 
until 1 reached Pittsburgh. There, 
much to my amazement, I encounter! 
u passenger agent who refused to wr:te 
passes over his raliroad, but had the 
nerve to ask me for passes to see the 


play. 

“I took a fiendish delight in refusing 
to give him a pass, and paid for my 
ticket. I should mention, perhaps, that 
it makes no difference to an advance 
agent whether he gets his railroad 
ticket free or not, because if he has to 
pay he simply charges the amount up 
to the company. His hotel hills, how- 
ever, and other expenses must be paid 
out of his own pocket. 

“Among the thinghs which I did free 
of charge on this western trip, dis- 
tributing passes with discretion, were 
the following: Rode up Pike's Peak, 
took a steamship ride to Santa Catalina 
Island from Les Angeles, meals and 
stateroom included both ways; had the 
use of a $5000 automobile during three 
weeks in San Francisco and took daily 
rides through Golden Gate Park; had 
Pullman berths free from New York to 
Chicago, Chicago to St. Louis, St. Louis 
to Kansas City, and San Francisco to 
Portland; recetved badges of admission

PASTOR LEADS 
IN UGLY MOB. 


— . — 
Barber Surrounded, Rescued 
by Policeman, 
Accused of Foul Crime, He 
Protests Innocence. 


Dominie Windsor Rebuked 
by Desk Sergeant. 


Locked in his barbershop near the 
corner of Vernon and Central avenues, 


armed only with the tools of his trade 


but ready to use them, the place sur- 
rounded by an angry crowd bent on do- 
ing him violence, Harry Holland was 
rescued last night by Patrolman An- 
derson and taken to the Police Station 
for his own safety, but later released. 
Prominent in the crowd was Rev. Mr. 
Windsor, pastor of St. Lake's Episcopal 
Mission. k can not de stated that the 
preacher counseled violence, but after 
the appearance of the officer he became 
the leader of those who demanded that 
the man be taken to jail and kept there. 
Had not the officer arrived opportunely 
it is likely that Holland would have 
been severely handied, for later the 
preacher stated at the City Jail that the 
people might go to the extreme of tak- 
ing the law into their own hands unless 
the police detained the prisoner. 
Holland, who is a young man, resides 
at No. 1642 Tarlton street and for some 


months has been engaged in the barber 
business in the Vernon district. On the 
afiernoon of the lth 1 he was 
charged by a 7-year-old girl, Caroline 
Bahnka by name, whose parents live in 
a tent near his shop, with having taken 
undue liberties. The little girl told her 
mother and the mother took her at once 
to the office of Dr. T. C. Brown, who 
seon thereafter informed the police. 

Desk Sergt. Dixon advised the doctor 
and others who had interested them- 
seives in the case, to consult the Dis- 
trict Attorney and if possible secure a 
warrant for the arrest of the accused 
young man, but before that could be 
done the father of the child caied at 
the barber shop and gave Holland a 
terrible beating. Holland protested in- 


nocence. That evening a crowd col- 
lected about the shop and again the 
police were notified. atrolman Ander- 
son went there and the people de- 
manded that Holland be arrested at 
once, threatening to kill him unless he 
was taken in custody. Anderson took 
him to the Police Station and he was 
locked up as a suspect, pending the - 
suance of a warrant the next day. 

When the case was presented to the 
District Attorney the next morning and 
all the evidence sifted down, that of- 
ficial refused to issue a complaint for 
the reason that the only evidence 
against the young man Was the uncup- 
ported testimony of the little girl: This 
enraged the father of the child and 
when he informed his bors of it 
there were open threats of taking the 
law into their own hands. 

Holland was warned not to appear at 
his shop, and was told that if he again 
went into that part of the city he would 
— roughiy deait with. His answer was 
this: 


“I know thet the charge is a eerious 
one, but I Wer that | am innocent. If 
I keep awer from there people will 
think me guilty. I'll go back and face 
them because 1 do not believe that rea- 
sonable men would harm an innocent 
man.” 


And back he went. The demonstra- 


tion last night was the result. Patrol- 
man Anderson found a crowd of angry 
men and boys in front of the place, 
and they told him that ne must take 
Holland away. 

“If you don't take him we will, and ft 
will go hard with Holland,” said one of 
the self-constituted leaders of the mob. 

“Very well,” replied the officer. “I 
have arrested that man once, ana there 
was no case against him, and I don't 
think I should again arrest iim.” 
Turning to the mob the officer added 
grimiy, but in no mistaken tone: “As 
for taking him out of there, you just 
start something, and we'll see what 
happens, That man is in a place where 
he is a right to be, and you have no 
legal right to interfere with him. If 
there is going to be mob violence here, 
just start it; but I tell you now there'll 
be something doing, and Holland will 
not be the only man who its hurt—tif 
you reach him.” 

The manner of the officer, and the 
fact of his bravely facing that crowd 
cowed many of the men in it, but as 
its numbers increased, Andersen finally 


Veconsented to take Holland to headquar- 


ters, there to report the matter to his 
superiors. One of the leaders of those 
who clamored for this action was Rev. 
Mr. Windsor, and the preacher, and a 
number of his friends accompanied the 
officer and Holland to the Police Sta- 
tion. When the case was explained to 
Desk Sergt. Dixon he refused to place 
the man in jell, saying that the case 
had been upon by the District 
Attorney, and it being admitted that no 
new evidence against Holland hed 
been discovered, there was nothing to 
do but release him.

NAVY DRESS REFORM. 
British Sailors Are ne Lenger te 
Clothes. 


[London Chronicle: ] It is understood 
in British naval circles that Admiral 
Sir John Fisher is about to introduce a 
reform in the matter of Clothing that ts 
probably only the preliminary step to- 
word the abolition of what has long 
been one of Jack's most burdensome 
grievances. 

Bo far the men's clothing has been 
provided almost entirely at their own 
cost upon a plan that was explained 
the other day by an official at the ma- 
rine and naval clothing store depart- 
ment, Deptford. 

“To begin with,” he said, “the pro- 
posed reform will apply only to trous- 
ers. Under the present regulations, 
whenever necessary the cloth is issued 
to the men, who have either to make i 
us themselves or pay another man for 
the work. That in itself, of course, is 
hard enough. When .one remembers 
that the army is clothed at the expense 
of the nation, it seems rather ridiculous 
that the cost of naval clothing should 
have to be deducted from the men’s 


*. 
8 that is not the worst of it. Al- 
though there is a regulation ttery, 
such a detail as the width of ‘bell’ 
of a man’s trousers is entirely a mat- 
ter depending upon the taste of the in- 
dividual captains. One officer may pre- 
fer that the trousers ahould be narrow. 
The result is that a man transferred to 
that vessel may have to supply himself 
with new ‘togs,’ simply for the sake of 
a faddy officer. And the system re- 
sults in still greater hardship when 
you remember that even name ribbons 
may have to be changed perhaps two or 
three times in a month— re are 
sometimes as frequent—e serious mat- 
ter considering that each ribbon costs 
10 pence, though the man may buy it in 
the shops at Portsmouth for 4 pence.

Series of Arguments from the People 
on the Subject Now Agitating 
This Community. 


The Times rublishes the following 
letters from its readers on the ques- 
tien of “No-license” for Los Angeles. 
The arguments are pro and con and are 
given for what they are worth, and in 
accordance with the rule of this jour- 
nal allowing a fair and impartial hear- 
ing on all important public discussions.

LOS ANGELES, May 10.—[To the Ka- 
Nor of The Times:] There are always 
two sides to a question, and before de- 
ciding upon which side you think is 
right, it is well to look at both.

The 
tourist who comes here finde -omething 
to please and to entertain him. A city 
like this, the principal asset of which 
is the “tourist.” must necessarily be 
made up of all classes of people and of 
business in order to grow and poreper.

On Tuesday and Friday evenings of 
this week the Kneise! string quartette. 
the most famous chamber-music organ- 
ization in America, will present pro 


grammes at Simpson Auditortum. 
The leader, Franz Kneisel, is a Row 
manian by birth, and made his first 
musical appearance with the Vienna 
Philharmonic orchestra in 1882. He 
was soon offered the position of solo 
violinist in the orchestra of the Im- 
perial Court Theater. He made his 
first appecrance in Boston in 1845, 
and has been the director of the Bos 
ton Fympheny Orchestra, Antonin 
Dvorak gave a number of his works 
to Kneisel for first performance. 

Du ing the month of July, 1896, a 
hichly successful series of chamber 
concerts was given in London, creat- 
ing a European reputation for the 
organization. 
instrumentalists at present 
composing the quartette, are Franz 
Koeisel, first violin; J. von Theodor. 
owicz, second violin; Louis Svecenski, 
viola, and Alwin Schroeder, ‘cello. 

Schroeder is the former ‘cello solo 
ist of the Boston Symphony Oréthes- 
tra, one of the greatest ‘cellists in 
the world. In 1875 he served as ‘cel- 
list in the Lieberg, Orchestra, and 
later in the noted Gewandhaus Or- 
chestra at Leipsic. After that he 
toured as a virtuoso in Russia, Bei- 
Mum and the chief Buorpean cities. 
He owns one of the finest ‘cel- 
los in existence, valuing it at 

Doubtless the finest instrument in 
that quartette is the 1714 Stradivarius 
violin used by Kneisel himself. It is 
declared almost perfect in tone, and 
was an heirloom of Grun, bead of 
the violin department of the Vienna 
Conservatory.

“Newspaper Art.” For the pictures, 
quite as much as the rest of the dally 
papers, have been severely scored by 
unthinking and unknowing eres. 
The newspaper artistes brothers of the 
brush, too, the painte have been 
geen to tilt their chins an uncom 
fortable and unplezsant angle when 
fiancing over the sketches and car- 
toons in their morning bianket sheets. 
For the enlightenment and edifica- 
tion of all those who are now talking 
in darkness, painters and laymen, I 
quote very fully from an article on 
‘pewspaper art by Emery 
Clark in Brush and Pencil: 

“Few people (he writes) who buy 
the daily newspaper, glance over their 
columns densely crowded with the 
world’s happenings and illustrated 
with Une and half-tone engravings, 
and then relegate them to the waste 
basket as things not worth the keep 
ing, ever stop to think of the high 
character of much of the artistic work 
that enters Into their composition. 

“The newspaper at best is a sort of 
bird of passage. It is eagerly looked 
for, even clamorously demanded, and 
is indifferently cast aside after a 
secant perusal. One does not look is 
it for literature of permanent inter- 
est, and certainly one does not ex- 
pect in it pictures of a quality worthy 
to live in private or public galleries. 
Yet it is a fact, no less true than ur- 
prising, that the original of many 
a newspaper cut has artistic qualities 
superior to much of the work that 
emanates from the studios and finds 
a place in art stores, and properly 
matted and framed would be appro 
priate in the most artistic homes. in 
short, newspaper artists, like news 
paper writers, are able men w hose 
work is little appreciated. 

These (newspaper) artists are of 
necessity versatile; if they were not 
there would be no place for them in 
newspaper offices. They are men who 
are accustomed, through enforced 
rules, to work with dispatch; if they 
were not able to do this they would 
quickly be told to call at the cashier's 
desk and then seek other employ- 
ment. 
Most artists who have won recogn 
tion in olle or water colors or with 
the needle have developed some spe 
celal form or type of picture with 
which they are identified and by 
which they are known. One can tell 
a Gainsborough, a Jacque, a Clays, & 
Henner, as far as one can see it. N 
Ridgeway Knight has invariably the 
earmarks of a glimpse of the Seine, in 
the distance, a dash of bright flowers 
in the foreground, and a demure 
maiden in wooden shoes somewhere 
in the middle foreground; a Gruppe 
has perforce a light er laden canal or 
some other Dutch accessories; & 
Vibert would not be a Vibert without 
a cardinal in red or e other church 
dignitary; a needs a 
bronco, and a Gibson a fashionable 
American girl for identification; and 
so on throughout the Hist.

“Apropos of these methods, the 
newspaper artist has a grievance, 
and doubtless ever will have. It will 
readily be understood that a clever 
drawing, reproduced under conditions 
in which speed is essential and hence 
economy of time is imperative, loses 
much of its quality. and that an indif- 
ferent drawing reproduced under the 
same circumstances must of necessity 
be little less than atrocious. In short, 
the newspaper artist has to draw, be 
it in line or wash, better than he 
expects his picture to appear on the 
printed page. This accounts for the 
fact that many of the drawings listed 
for entry in newspaper artists’ ed 
bitions are, through their very excel- 
lence, such a surprise to those who 
have seen the reproductions in sheets 
of daily iseue. 

“Hasty and necessarily coarse en- 
graving, stereotyping on the eight- 
minute per plate order, 
presses run at high epeed. poor paper 
and cheap, gray ink are the bane of 
the newspaper artist's existence. 
These are factors over which he has 
no control. They are determined by 
the very nature of the newspaper 
business, and the artist is forced to 
bow to the inevitable and adapt him- 
— to the conditions imposed upon 

m. 

“In order to make it possible for a 
newepaper artist's pictures to be ru 
off at high speed on a cylinder press, 
by which finished papers are turned 
out practicaly as fast as one can 
count, a coarse screen, about sixty 
lines to the Inch, must be used: other 
wite the cut would simply make «a 
blurred impression, a little better than 
a blot of a page, a disigurement, not 
a pleasing feature. 

“In using #0 coarse a screen for the 
halftone reproductions, much of the 
detail of a picture is nécbhssarily lost, 
and instead of seeing a fine gradua- 
tion of one tone into another one sees 
a picture made up of dots, each one

Professor Franklin Johnson, of the 
University of Ch neither opposes 
nor advocates the ne of evolution 
in his book on “The Christian's Rela- 
tion to Evolution.” but simply ponders 
for the reader the question of “Gein 
or Loss?’ I am concerned only to es- 
timate ite value to the Christian who 
holds he asserts. And then he asks: 
What does it contribute to his mental 
satisfaction, to his adoration of God, 
and to the forces which he employs 
in his warfare against sin in himeelf 
and in the world’? When cast into the 
scales of our accustomed Christian de- 
liefe. how much does it disturb them? 
In tt the duty of the Christian evolu- 
tioniet to redress their poise and da- 
ance’? If the doctrine enriches him at 
one point does it impoverish him at 
others? If it imperile his cherished 
convictions or his activity in the serv- 

of God and man. how shall he es- 
cape thie danger? It is such questions 
as these that the author considers. 

We are extremely giad that his work 
has come to our hand. It is a volume 
that we can give a hearty welcome to. 
It 4ifferentiy written from the 
average work that discusses movements 
and beliefs that threaten. in a measure 
at least. the Christian faith. Our au- 
thor does not advance theories. He haa, 
of course, hie views. Tt must be ad- 
mitted that he tse prejudice’, a« any 
deep thinker upon a theme is prejudiced 
of necessity. Rut he does not state his 


views as if there could be no just oppo-

sition to them. He pleads

But this is usually 
an unfortunate process, leaving the in- 
terior bright with fresh varnish and 
upholistering, but stiff and staring and 
hostile to domestic comfert.

again and again, and they will prob- 
ably be discussed just as much again 
and again by new works. Mr. Gulick, 
the latest contributor to the works 
upon the eastern question, takes a 
somewhat different standpoint from 
many of the writers. His volume pre- 
sents the plight of the yellow races, 
threatened as they are by the aggres- 
sion of the white nations. His is the 
obverse side of the white man's “yel- 
low peril.” On the th of February. 
194, Japan crossed swords with a Eu- 
ropean people. And from the destruc- 
tion of the Variag on that day until the 
fall of Port Arthur on the ist of Janu- 
ary. 1995, nothing but failure has been 
Rursia’s fate, nothing but success 
Japan's fortune. For the fret time in 
history has an Asiatic people success- 
fully faced a white foe. The Rueso- 
Japanese War marks an era, therefore, 
in the history of the Far East. and of 
the world, for “now begins a readjust- 
ment of the balance of power among 
the nations, a readjustment which 
promises to halt the territorial expan- 
tion of white races and to check their 
racial pride.” This is the view of Mr. 
Gulick. Whether what applies to Rus 
sia shall apply equally to the other 
white races remains to be seen. We be- 
Neve that our author has been caught 
up in an enthusiasm that disregards 
prudence in his views as well as in hie 
conclusions, In his hook he studies the 
significance of the war, and the prob- 
lems of the Far East in their world- 
setiing. We are not concerned with 
dates and battles, with armies and 
heroes here. Rather does the book 
cortider movements and  tendenc'es, 
national ambitions and international! 
relations. Emphasis is laid on the 
pert! to the er Fast of the white 
man's ambitions and methods. “Justice 
to white races, however. demands rec- 
ogtition also of the blessings they con- 
fer upon there lands. In a real sense 
the white peril is becoming the white 
blessing of the Orient.” “Whatever 
value this work may have.” Mr. Gulick 
writes, “must be aecribed in large 
measure to my Japanese friends whore 
thcught as to their national character 
and destiny and the real meaning of 
thir war has definitely influenced my 
own point of view.” J. i.

Ii seems a very long time ago that 
the public was so anxiously and * 
following every bit of news that came 
from the armies in the Far East. The 
attack upon Port Arthur, the defense of 
that stronghold, meant more than a 
mere dramatic incident in a great war- 
fare. The fall of Port Arthur would 
mean more than the mere capitulation 
of a point of defense and the surrender 
of an army. It meant things that were 
even more important than this result 
which appeared on the surface. But 
after Port Arthur fell, the reading pub- 
lic turned ite attention to other things. 
It ie easy to catch the ear of that 
mighty army of readers which we re- 
gard as the public—but it is difficult 
to hold that ear for long.. Port Arthur 
had had its day. The Gckle public 
turned to other matters, and it is 
doubtful if a story of the fall of Port 
Arthur is of great interest today to the 
general reader. In the field of publish- 
ing houses there has come a new con- 
cern—Moffat, Yard & Co. of New York. 
Their initial book te “Port Arthur: A 
Monster Herotem, which comes from 
the pen of Richard Barry, a corre- 
spondent in the Far East. Parts of the 
text have appeared in many of the 
leeding periodicals of the country. At 
the time of this ap nce—w in- 
terest in Pert A-thur wae at white 
heat—the public “as doubtless much 
concerned with the articles. But Mr. 
Bairy will not find an easy audience 
for his book now. unless, of courte, we 
are very much mistaken. The hirtorian 
or the student may still be deeply in- 
terested in the theme that claimed his 
attention, but the historian and the 
student will want a work that is writ- 
ter less for effect and more for accu- 
racy. We do not condemn Mr. Barry's 
work. and yet it is of the type of war 
correspondence which is dramatic and 
picturesque rather than conservative 
and convincing. The sea attack on Port 
Arthur began on Februery 9, 1904, at 
noon. The land teolation occurred on 
May 2. when the second army. under 
Ge... Oku, took Nanehan Hill. Four 
and series of Russian defenses from 
anthan down the peninsula were then 
taken by the Japanese. The capture of 
Taikushan on August 9. of Shokushean 
two days later. and of Takasakiyama 
the following day. drove the Russians 
into their permanent works. The real 
siege of Port Arthur began, thus, on 
August 12. and continued fer four 
months and nineteen days. The work 
before us is divided into eighteen chap- 
ters. a preface, introduction, and an 
epilogue. in the preface we have the 
siege at a giance: in the introductory 
chepter the investment, siege, and cap- 
ture of Port Arthur. The eighteen 
chaptere are: The City of Silence. The 
Invisible Army. Two Pictures of War— 
a Giance Back. The Jepanese Kitche- 
ner, Camp, - Meter Hill, A Son of the 
Soll, The Bloody Angele. A Battie in the 
Storm. The Cremation of a General, 
The General's Pet. Courting Death Un- 
der the Forts. From Kitten to Tiger, 
Becientific Fanatics, Japan's Grand Old 
Man, The Cost of Taking Port Arthur, 
A Contemporary Epic. and The New 
Siege Warfare. The epilogue tells of 
the “Downfall.” The pictures are both 
pleasing and instructive. :

Powler, Peat Mead Co. Now Tork 

The rather awkward title “Kate of 
Kate Hall” t# bern by Ellen Thorney- 
Fowler's latest novel. The hook is 
decidedly Englieh.

It is perhaps 
not altogether nice to speak of a hero- 
ine as stubborn, and yet there is no de- 
nying that Kate act® most contrary to 
the wiehes of those whose wishes —ac- 
cording te the English view —she should 
highiy respect. Keates parents are 
most anxious to heve her merry. It 
wi'l be to her financial henefit If she 
marry. But Kate seme disposed not to 
Marry indeed, she might he eaid ta be 


determined against marriage. Now 
the parente are sorely perplexed, for 
they want Kate married. Then it 


chances that Kate nes herself within 
easy grasp of a very depirable fortune 

if she but marries it is here: if che 
does not marry within «a prescribed 
time the fortune will slip between her 
fingers. Roth parents are anxious that 
Kate should enter upen married e., 
ang they do ail in their power to bring 
before her wiliful youne eelf all the 
Gesirabie marriageable men they can. 
The marriageable men, aleo being aware 
that for Kate to marry wil! mean for 
Kate to become the poeseseor of a neat 
little fortune, ald the parents in bring 


ine an array of suitors before their 
daughter. We now have the story of 
Kate's encounter with these eligibles. 
Some she treats with bitter scorn. Oth- 
ere strike here as deserving of some lit- 
tle consideration. Of the many suitors 
there are almost as many types. Some 
of the men are of the conventional 
kind: others are true to lite rather 
than to fiction and original in concep- 
tion. We are aleo given many peeps 
Into English society. Miss Fowler is 
eminentiy proper in this her latest 
work. There is in it nothing that is the 
least bit offen ve. Her English society 
ie English society as it really exists as 
difierenttated from Englieh soctety as it 
ie too frequently drawn in novels. The 
whole book, while not an exceptional 
work, is most acceptable. N. G. F. 


The Hand That Rules. 

We took up “Judgment” with a firm 
conviction that we should enjoy it. No 
one had praised the work to us, and 
our knowledge of its contents was con- 
fined to the mere title; but we were so 
well acquainted with the work of Miss 
Alice Brown, and so often had she 
won our highest praise, that we felt we 
could not be otherwise than pleased 
with “Judgment.” And we were dis- 
appointed. Sorely disappointed. What- 
ever Mis Alice Brown has written in 
the past cannot take from this latest 
product of her pen a certain false note 
that has made its impression all over 
the work. The story is one that deals 
with the guiding hand of fate. The 
working out of things not as man 
would have them, nor indeed as man 
believes that they will be worked out, 
but their fulfillment according to the 
will of the unseen. The plot of the book 
js not faulty. A character here and 
there ie worthy of praise. The book 
abounds with many intensely dramatic 
scenes. This all can be said in praise 
of Miss Brown's Judgment.“ But the 
causes for condemnation outweigh 
those that prompt commendation. There 
is, firet of all, a false note. The book 
does not convince. It is forced. But 
even more serious than this fault its 
the extreme harshness of the note of 
much of the work. The scenes between 
some of the characters are such as to 
«em scarcely possible in a book by 
one who is certainly no longer a pren- 
tice hand. The encounters between 
lovers, as depicted by Miss Brown in 
this latest work of hers, are surely the 
least interesting reading that we can 
imagine. The characters become as stiff 
as a . in the presence of his first 
love. en, too, Miss Brown permits 
herself occasionally to sacrifice judg- 
ment for the sake of effect. Certainly 
her good taste must warn her against 
figures of speech that our more sensa- 
tional writers and speakers today em- 
ploy to excess. We are willing to find 
in the work of second rate authors 
startiing figures, but we do not ex- 
pect to find them in the writings of 
one who has done as good work as this 
author. For instance: Don't you know 
you have sacrificed Helen? She has 
been the bleeding victim you've kept 
nailed to crosses all your life.” When 
Miss Brown turns to such catch-trap 
methods, then it not surprising that 
we are disappointed in her

A Book of Promise. 


THE WING OF LOVE By Katharine MC

It is, perhaps, too grudging praise 
to call Katharine Meredith's “The 


Wing of Love” a “book of promise,” 
for it is peally one of the exceptionally 
ee hooks of the season, despite the 
act that it shows some amatenrish 
traite.

The men belong to the Bohemia 
of New York, one, Otto Bchubert, de- 
ing a ‘celle player in the orchestra of 
the Metropolitan Opera house another, 
Tarkington. a newspaper man. Mother 
and child rent an unused attic, next 
the rooms of the young men, and 
these. at rst disturbed—al!l but Ter- 
kington become, through 
the child. mere than reconciled to the 
change. In the hard times that fol- 
low for the newcomers, the men make 
in a 


life cemfortable for them 
sand ways, and Tarkington hears his 
own love story from the lips of the 


woman, who proves to be the sieter- 
in-law of the gir! he loves but deres 
not woo because of his poverty. Ter- 
kington writes a letter that brings the 
nas wealthy grandfather to the ree 
ene of the two. brings. aleo. the daugh- 
ter of the grandfather to himeelf: and 
the story ends happily. except for the 
tregic death of the strange and me- 
ancholy genius, Schubert. 

The book is full of fine, true, pictures 
of child life, and of the beautiful 
friendship between Tarkington and 
Satin, the child: and the etudy of hu 
bert, the man with the strange double 
ideal one and 


nature. the beautiful. 
the profligate one, is also admirably 
done. 


Thus was the meeting of Tarkington 
and the child:

Here is one of the moet notadie books 
on a foreign literature that has been 
published in recent years. It needs 
but a glance at it to show the reader 
that it is of original thought and thor- 
ough treatment—the book of a scholar 
and a literary man. 

It opens with a chapter on the Rus- 
sian language and a review of Rue- 
sian literature dawn to the nineteenth 
century; into this chapter of thirty- 
six pages ts conderged a very large 
amount of informatt Separate chap- 
tere are devoted te ahkin and Ler 
montoff, with some er contempor- 
aries; Gogol; Turgueneff and Tolstoy: 
Gontcharoff, Dostovevskiy and Nekra- 
soft, with contemporaries; and chap- 
ters to the drama; the novelistism and 
the writers of political literature, satire, 
art-criticiam, and contemporary fiction. 
An appendic gives bibliographical notes 
of consider@iie extent. 

Several works on Russian literature 
of greater extent than this have ap- 
peared in this country, but nothing 
the present writer has seen that gives 
quite so much in so small espace. The 
araivyees and interpretations of the 
works of Tolstoy, Pushkin, Gogol and 
others are especially interesting as the 
the work of a man of SBlavic nt 
eng birth and one himeelf of literary 
Prominence. 


A Historical Romance.

CLEVELAND STRIKERS IN RIOT. 


(New York Comme Acgust . 1904.) 
CLEVELOND (o Aug. 19.—The bringing of fifty non-union 


Cloakmakers here from New York today resulted in a riot which for a 
time threatened to result seriously. The men were imported by 
Printz, Biederman’ 4 Co., and when that establishment was reached a 
crowd of 2000 strikers and strike sympathizers surrounded the party. 

An attack was made on the newcomers, and they were roughly 
handled, two being badly beaten. The police were unable to cope 
with the mob. A riot call brought reserves and the crowd was dis- 


persed.

The strike trouble was the occasion of considerable violence yes- 


terday. A crowd of thirty or more of the strikers attacked and over- 
turned a Schwarzschild & Sulzberger delivery wagon at Second avenue 
and Fifty-first street, in the afternoon, and the mounted policeman on 
guard was powerless to stop the row until two other police officers 
jumped off a passing trolley car and ran fo his assistance. Two of the 
attacking party were captured and taken to the Yorkville Court, 
where they were held in $1000 bail.

THE SUPREME COURT UPHOLDS 
RIGHT OF CONTRACT. 


— — 


State Cannot Interfere With the 
Freedom of Empleyers and Em- 
ployees to Enter inte. Relations 
With Each Other Without Vioclat- 
ing the Constitution. 


— --— 


The decision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States in the case of 
— vs. The State of New York is 
oubtedly one of great im 
Justice Harlan, who read a — 
opinion, declared that no more impor- 
tant one had been rendered in the last 
century, says the Chicago Chronicle. 
Generalized, the decision is that a 
State can not so legislate as to inter- 
fere with the right of employers and 
employés to contract with each other 
in relation to their employment with- 
out violating the Constitution of the 
United States unless such interference 
is necessary in the exercise of the 
proper police powers of the State. 


If the object and purpose of the law 


is merely to regulate the relations of 
t mployer and employed without ref- 
erence to morals or the health of em- 
ployés or the safety or welfare of the 
= it is repugnant to the constitu- 


t 

In the case decided Lockner, a baker 
in the city of Utica, was found guilty 
under the New York law of permitting 
an employé in his bakery to work more 
than sixty hours in a week and was 
fined $60. This statement discloses the 
nature of the law. 

As Justice Peckham says in the 
opinion of the court, the law is not an 
act merely fixing the number of hours 
which shall constitute a legal day's 
work, but an absolute prohibition on 
the Employer's permitting under any 
circumstances more than ten hours’ 
work a day to be done in his estab- 
lishment. The employer may wish to 
nave the work done and the employé 
may wish to earn the extra money, but 
the law says to the employé, “You 
Shall not do this extra work,” and to 
the employer, “You shall not permit 
the work to be done.” 

‘Now, this is a plain case of interfer- 
ence with the constitutional “right of 
the individual to liberty of person and 

of contract.” 

There can be no two opinions about 
that. There is denial by the State of 
freedom of contract, and that on its 
face is violative of the national Con- 
stitution. 

The only question is whether the 
State can justify its denial of freedom 
of contract as a proper exercise of its 
police power for the protection of the 
safety, the morals or the welfare of 
the public. If it had not been for th 
question the decision of the court m 
have been unanimous. 

The majority of the judges hold that 
the State is not justified in this case: 
that there is no question of public 
safety, morals or welfare or of the 
health of the employés involved. 
Therefore the New York law is plainly 
repugnant to the Constitution. 

The minority do not positively affirm 
that the denial of the right of contract 
by this State law was justified as an 
exercise of the power. They 
merely hold that t judiciary must 
presume that the State is within its 
rights in the legislative enactments 
“unless such enactments are plainiy, 
palpably, beyond all question, incon- 
sistent with the Constitution of the 
United States,“ as Justice Harlan 
voices their opinion. “We can not say 
that the State has acted without reason 
or that its action is a mere sham.” 

As Justice Peckham says in the 
opinion of the court, “It is a question 
of which of two powers or rights shall 
prevail—the power of the State to leg- 
islate or the right of the individual 
to liberty of person and freedom of 

tract.” 


It is the opinion that the right of the 
individual should prevail. It is the 
opinion of the dissenting justices that 
the power of the State to deprive the 
individeal of his rights should pre- 
vail. 

Dowbtl the mature and deliberate 
judgment the country will sustain 
the view of e court as against that 
of the minority. It is difficult to, think 
otherwise when we consider that the 
manifest purpose of the provision of 
the national Constitution involved in 
the question is to protect the individual 
in the enjoyment of his liberty and 
rights against the exercise of the power 
of the State to deprive him of them 

It is interesting to note that Judge 
Parker of the New York court of ap- 
peals, the Democratic candidate for 
President last year, wrote the opinion 
of that court upholding the State law, 
while the Democratic chief justice, Ful- 
ler, concurs in the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court reversing 
that of the New York court. 

It is Justice Harlan, a strong Re- 
publican, who in the opinion concurred 
in by two other justices sustains Judge 
Parker and State's rights. 

It is a satisfaction to know that the 
court was not divided on party lines 
as to this question. It is, however, 
not a satisfaction to know that it was 
divided at all on a question where the 
evident intention of the national Con- 
stitution is so plain.

The several bottling compa- 
nies who handle the northern beer. 
nave refused to discontinue its sale 
any consideration. 

Peter Hansen of the seatile Brew- 
ers’ Union, well known as a red hot 
ya is in charge of the work 

running the northern beer out of 

8 Francisco, but fitted agains’. 

MHunsen is Frank Leary, representing 
the Brewers’ Association of the North- 
west. Mr. Leary has only been here 
a few days, but already has the situa- 
tion well in hand. Assurance has 
been given him by the brewing com- 
panies that they are in sympathy wich 
‘he stand taken in the north and will 
lend any assistance in their power. 
Mr. Leary states that he ts ip receipt 
of ‘nformition from Seattle to the 
effect, that all the strikers’ places have 
been satisfactorily filled and that busi- 
ness is moving along more smoothly 
w:th the new crews than ever before.

To understand that James Farley 
has in him the stuff which enables the 
exercising, successfully, of control and 
direction requires but a few minutes’ 
talk with the man.

MPLOYERS’ 
ASSOCIATIONS. 


PRESIDENT ELIOT ON THEIR POL- 
ICY AND ATTITUDE. 


In Harpers for March, President 
Charles W. Eliot gives bis views of the 
proper policy and attitude of employ- 
ers’ associations. He regards these or- 
ganizations as “the most striking fact 
in the development of the industrial 
combat during the last two years.” In 
his opinion they are a logical and la- 
evitable outcome of conditions which 
have forced employers, for the safety 
of their business interests, into com- 
bination. He predicts public die- 
approval and consequent failure for all 
such institutions whose aim is, “like 
the habitual effort of every labor un- 
ion,” the attainment of a monopoly. 
A self-seeking monopoly of labor and e 
self-seeking monopely of capital he de- 
clares to be “equally dangerous and 
detestable.

gards as a laudable policy, President 
Eliot cites eight specific objects which 
were recently adopted by a Boston as- 


3. No limitation of output. 
4. No restriction as to the number 
of apprentices and helpers—when of 
proper age. 

5. No boycott. 
6. No strike. 
7. No eacrifice of the independent 
workman to the labor union. 
8. No compulsory use of the union 
detestable.” 
President Eliot subjects each of 
these proposals to analysis and finds 
each and all to be good. In this judg- 
ment all right-thinking men will un- 
doubtedly concur, saye the New York 
Sun. 
His second test relates to the prob- 
able effect of these measures, or any 
others which may be adopted. Will 
they tend to promote good will be- 
tween employers and employed? So 
far as thie test applies to the eight 
propositions which Dr. Eliot quotes, it 
must de recognized that, in spite 
theic essential soundness, they wil 
only excite, the bitter animosity of or- 
ganized labor. Each of them strikes at 
some article in the creed of the union- 
ism of today. If Mr. Gompers and his 
followers saw them in the light in 
which they appear to Dr. Eliot, the 
public might hail the dawn of an eco- 
nomic millennium. To that group er- 
ery one of them is a gauge of battle. 
Yet these propositions are as right 
end sound, by every test of good mor- 
als, as is that rule upon which Dr. N- 
ſot enlarges as his second proposi- 
tion, that of mutual good will and real- 
ivation and recognition of mutual ae 
pendence In a community of indus- 
trial interest In the processes of pro- 
duction their doubtless lies the solu- 
tion of our economic problems. 
“Employés,” says a sage, “are an 
army set to protect the community 
egainst cold and hunger as our soldiers 
aré set to protect us against armed in- 
vasion. Their payment is a fair wage. 
They are officered by the employers, to 
whom there belongs a fair profit.” To 
this it might be added that the gut 
propositions laid down by Dr. Riot are 
the rules and regulations of the army. 
Careful observance of them and the es 
tablishment of that “mutual good will” 
upon which Dr. Eliot lays even greater 
emphasis would relieve the community 
of some of its greatest evils.

There is no ip 
terruption in this arrangement; we 
rind every day. During the weekly 
conference to which I referred we 
talk over the cases and Gom@ to an 
agreement if we can. Tren the cases 
are distributed among the mine jus 
tices for written opinions. When the 
opinions have beén prepared they are 
considered by the full beach ith 
another conferen¢e. Court meets at 
noon each day ahd adjourns at 4:36 
o'clock. The time given to investiga 
ton of cases, to réading pleas. to 
writing opinions, etc., is the morning 
and so much of the night as may be 
necessary. Every case is thoroughly 
studied and considered.”

HE cataract of Niagara—so named by the aborig-

strain to which the New York Legislature has been sub- 
jected in resisting their blandishments and proposed en- 
croachments on this stupendous wonder of nature. 

Among them are the Niagara, Lockport and Ontario 
Power Company; the Niagara Falls Company, and the 
Hydraulic Manufecturing Company, on the American 
side, and the Ontario Company of Niagara Falls, the 
Toronto and Niagara Falls Company, and the Canedian 
and Niagara Falls Company, on the Canadian side. 
These several companies asked for the right to withdraw 
from Niagara River enough water to furnish from 75,000 
to 400,000 horse power each. 

A simple calculation on the part of competent engi- 
neers showed that if all these plants were developed to 
their full capacity, the American cataract would run dry, 
and a mighty flood which at present goes tumbling over 
one of the sublime precipices of the earth would be di- 
verted into sublerranean channels, the roar of the cata- 
ract would cease, and in place of that “most awe-inspir-— 
ing spectacle“ upon which Father Hennepin looked in 
1678, and which has fascinated the gaze and enthralled 
the minds of 7,000,000 annual tourists from all parts of 
America and Europe, a bare rock will lift its mournful 
head into the sky—a sad emblem of departed glory.

The United States is just beginning to de- 
velop that trade. We are sending goods to Japan, China. 
Korea, Stam, the Philippine Islands, the East Indies and 
Australasia, and also to the west coasts of South 
America, Central America, and Mexico, but our 
trade of today with those countries is nothing 
compared with what it will be when the canal is 
finished. The total amount of that trade is now 
about $2,500,000,000, of which we get less than one-eighth. 
or about $300,000,000. Within fifteen years after the ca- 
nal is done we ought to have 45 per cent. of the trade 
' of those countries, and I believe it will then amount to a 
billion dollars a year. The canal will increase that trade 
enormously. At the end of fifteen years it ought to 
amount altogether to at least $5,000,000,000 per annum. 
If we get 45 per cent. of it, that alone will compensate 
us for the construction of the canal ten times over. 


Will Pay for Itself in Five Years. 


“Indeed I believe that the canal will repay the cost of 
its construction in benefits received within five years 
alter it is completed,“ continued Mr. Barrett. “At the 
outset it will not cost more than $300,000,000, and it may 
| cost a million dollars a year to operate it. These sums 
will be bagatelles compared with the advantage we sha! 
receive from it.” 

“Do you not overestimate the possibilities of our 
Oriental trade, Mr. Minister?” I asked. 


“I think not. The average American has no concep- 
tion of the opportunities there. Almost half of the 
world’s people live in or near the countries reached by 
the waters of the Pacific Ocean. In the Yangtse Valle; 
alone there are more than in the United States; Japan 
has more inhabitants than Canada, Mexico, Centra! 
America and the West Indies, and Siam. Korea, Java and 
Australasia have more than all South America.

It was decreed that all land 
be held in common, and an association was formed, 
known as the Home Cooperative Association, the sole 
function of which is to hold the title to the land occu- 
pied by the colony. This association, with its increased 
membership, still exists, has acquired two other pieces 
of land, and this land is apportioned in tracts of two 
acres each to all comers at its original average cost per 
acre, which is approximately $2 to $4 per tract. Each 
year the county officials assess the land and its improve- 
ments as a whole, in the same manner other property 
is assessed, and the taxes levied on this assessment are 
apportioned among the members of the colony pro rata 
on the land and according to value on the improvements. 
Of recent years there has grown up some dissension in 
the colony on account®of the efforts of an element of 
single-tax advocates to change the method of apportion- 
ing the tax, and haveek all fall on the land pro rata per 
acre. This plan is advocated by those members who 
have the more elahorate improvements on their tracts, 
while the less fortunate ones insist on continuing the 
present system. This dissension has divided the colony 
into two factions, referred to by each other as “aristo 
crats” and plebelans. As yet the “plebeians” are in

8 EBENICO (Dalmatia) May 2.—Now that in the

the Dalmatian town of Sebenico, the one place in the 
world, probably, where the flowers get even with the

flowers are here by the thousands, and the armies of 
bugs by the tens of thousands, but in the last resort 
the flowers win out against overwhelming numbers, for 
from them is made an insect powder, curious and unique, | 
that is famous the world around. There are other 
things of interest in Sebenico, hut none so much 80 as 
this and none that repay the peasants so well. | 

A sail down the Dalmatian coast of Austria in May 

is a memory for a lifetime. After leaving Zara, the city 
of maraschino, one enters little lakelets of green sea | 
hemmed in by low gray or yellow hills, much the shade 
of the Rock of Gibraltar, that soon give way to the isl- 
ands of the famous Dalmatian Archipelago. These isl- 
ands are a sight in themselves. Here and there they 
are terraced and green, but for the most part they are 
cones or series of cones of the purest, most beautiful 
white rock, and rock alone, that shimmers and scintil- 
lates in the sunlight, until with the glistening of the 
islets and danting motes on the sea, and the deep 


islands can produee it is difficult for the voyager to 
see, but if one steer in close to shore he finds unsus- 
pected ledges bearing the vine or hidden pockets that 
will grow some hay, and from these things the peas- 
ants live in the magnificent deserts of Dalmatia. Nor 
ie their wine at all of poor quality, as one samples it 
on the steamer, but like the people, it is opposed to .. 
olence, and one may drink a liter without feeling the 
effects. 

There are villages, too, on these islands, hamlets 
of homes, coated externally with plaster of various hues, 
and olive groves ‘long shore that are ever tempting the 
kodak as they stand in relief against those hills of 
gravel and rock, and stone walls about the half-acre of 
crop. Like the Kentucky hills in the springtime, whee | 
the snow is half-melted and the patches of gray and 
green and white commingle, seem the islands from the 
dock. Sea urchins abound in their waters, and the 
youngsters reach down and catch them for you for a 
kreuzer, or sell them already dried. 

Then suddenly the scene changes. After a dinner 
spoiled by fore-knowledge that cook and stoker are one 
and the same, one comes on deck in a wilderness of 
deserted island hills. Mans hand is nowhere visible, 
nor does there seem chance of his coming, for every- 


blue sky behind, the eyes are fairly dazzled. What these :

In 
his plays there are characters to be portrayed, and it is 
not enougi for a man or a woman to go on the stage 
and play himself or herself. 

“I have always tried to make myself the character 
I was acting by the means of my imagination. I tried 
to imagine the situation and the surroundings. When 
I am convinced that I cannot feel what the character 
is, then I know that I am not going to play it as ! 
should. 

“I bave often given up parts when I realized that 1 
could not make myself feel as | knew they must be felt. 
But imagination is the actor's greatest aid.” 


AN OCEAN MYSTERY. 
Undoubtedly the most extraordinary of all the mys- 


teries of the sea is the fate of the crew of the ship Marie — 


Celeste, a more fantastic creation, apparently, than nov- 
elist ever wove. She left New York in 1887 for Europe, 
her personnel being thirteen, including the captain's wife 


and child. Two weeks later a British bark sighted her 


in the Atlantic; there was no sign of life on board. A 
boat was sent to her, and a most exhaustive search 
proved her to be as silent as the tomb, as deserted as a 
pest house. Everything was in its place—even the boats 
at the davits. The hull was undamaged, the cargo un- 
touched. Rigging and spars were intact; the sails were 
all set. The crew's weekly wash hung above the fore- 
castle; an awning covered the poop. Binnacle and wheel 
and rudder were complete. The sailors’ kits and dinners 
were seen in the forecastie. In the cabin was a sewing 
machine, with a child’s garment under the needle, and on 


the table a half-eaten meal. The chronometer ticked un- 


disturbed in the chartgpom ; the cash box was unrifled. 
The log book, posted to within forty-eight hours of the 
visit, showed the passage to have been favorable; the 
ship’s appearance proved there had been no storm. Evi- 
dences of a struggle or piracy or murder there were none. 
Yet thirteen people had disappeared as if spirited away 
by some supernatural agency, and from that day to this 
the mystery has never been unraveled, though the United

It is not of these adopted sports that I wish to write, 
but of the games and amusements which belong to the 
real native life as it is to be seen off the beaten track, 
and of such things in the seaports as may be witnessed | 
by the curious tourist, though really provided for the en- 
joyment of the natives. 

As a rule, the natives of the tropics do not indulge in 
games which involve much physical exercise; and their 
recreations generally involve nothing more than sitting 
down while some paid persons dance or sing or give dra- 
matic performances. It is true that throughout the Far 
East you may see here and there a dozen Malays or Chi- 
nese playing a curious kind of basket ball, in which the 
object is to keep the ball in the air by kicking it from | 
one person to another without allowing it to touch the 
ground; but more usually there is an admiring circle of 


— 
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observers gathered round a cock fight or a dance or a 
puppet show, or a conflict of trained goats. 

To this general rule there are, of course, exceptions, 
and one of the most striking is the Malay sport of “Meng 
Glunchor,” which contains all the elements of real sport, 
since it combines open-air exercise, a reasonable amount 
of exertion, some skill and a grain of risk. I have never 
seen “Meng Glunchor” in any country except the Malay 
Peninsula, and | may therefore give my experience of the 
game in some detaiil. 

I was staying at Kuala Kangsar, the home of His 
Highness the Sultan of Perak, and a friend in the gov- 
ernment service suggested that we should get up a party 
to go and enjoy “Meng Glunchor.” We started out one 
morning about € o'clock in rickshaws along the splendid 
state road which runs through Kuala Kangsar and 
passes within a couple of miles of the stream where 
“Meng Glunchor” is to be enjoyed. | 

After about an hour's journey we left our rickshaws at 
a little native inn and transferred ourselves and our 
breakfast baskets to the backs of elephants.

IT NEVER RETRACTS. 


TIMe-HONORED POLICY OF THE LONDON TIMES 
| REGARDING PUBLISHED STATEMENTS. 
{Baltimore American:] Sir John Lawrence, in presid- 
ing as Judge of the King’s Bench Division of the High 
Court of Justice, the trial of the suit brought by Col. 
Morgan, director of supplies at Woolwich Arsenal, for 


libel against the London Times, managed to extort from 
the assistant business manager of that paper the revela- | 
tion of a cardinal princple of its conduct, which, though 
familiar to a very few, has hitherto been unknown to the 
public at large. It is this, namely, that the London | 
Times never under any circumstances whatsoever makes 
a retraction or a correction. It abides by what it has 
printed, whether right or wrong, and is prepared to take 
the consequences. 

Thus, in the case of Col. Morgan, though it was made 
absolutely clear that he was innocent of the charges un- | 
justly brought against him by the Times, it declined to 
make any correction. It was up to him, the Times de- | 
clared, to disprove these charges by means of a libel suit, | 
and if he won his case, the Times would pay whatever 
damages might be awarded. That has always been the 
policy of the Times during the hundred years or more of 
its existence, and it cannot be denied that it has contrib- 
uted to its prestige and authority, in spite of the mani- 
fest injustice of the course. It has paid hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, possibly millions, in damages and 
legal costs rather than retract statements made editori- 
ally or by correspondents in its columns. No one will |

of money which it spent in connection with the great 


libel suit known as the Parnell Commission, where its 
principal witness was shown to have perjured and forged 
the evidence upon which the paper, believing it to be 
authentic, had based its charges against Charles Stewart 
Parnell. 

In the trial the other day the libel complained of by 
Col. Morgan was contained in à cable dispatch from 
South Africa. It was not even an editorial assertion. 
On learning of the dispatch, the colonel! had at once in- 
sisted upon a court of inquiry at Pretoria, which acquit- 
ted him with flying colors. The colonel thereupon re- 
turned to England and called upon Moberly Bell, the as- 
sistant manager of the Times, and asked for a few lines 
of retraction. In the witness box Moberly Bell admitted 
that Col. Morgan had satisfied him that he was entirely 
innocent. But he nevertheless refused the retrac- 
tion, on the ground that it was contrary to the 
traditions and principles of the Times, which led the 
presiding judge, Sir John Lawrence, to refer to the paper 
from the bench as a sort of “Grand Lama of Thibet.” 

Of course, this policy, unique among the newspapers 


of the world, has this inestimable advantage, that the 
writers for the paper, knowing that it cannot and wil! 
not retract anything, are exceedingly cautious and con- 
gervative in all their statements, which endows the pa- 
per with a degree of reliability in the eyes of the public, 
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not only at home, but also abroad, which probably no 
other paper, English or foreign, enjoys. For this reason 
French as well as German statesmen have on several no- 
table occasions made the Times the means of the com- 
munication to the public of things which they wished 
to be known, and of opinions which they desired to pro- 
claim, rather than through the channels of the news- 
papers of their own country.

Travels of the Plover. 
A Bmo -THat Makes ANNUAL 
JOURNEYS OF 16,000 MILEs.

UST think of traveling 16,000 miles a year every year 
of one’s life. It would mean the equivalent of a trip 
from San Francisco to New York, two voyages across 
the Atlantic and back and a run down to Florida after. 
ward. Even with the assistance of express trains and 
ocean liners, one who did this amount of traveling year 
after year would hardly be termed a “stay-at-home,” but 
if he had to do it with the aid of his own good muscles 


alone, he would need no other business to give him 


steady employment. It would mean that he had to walk 
forty-four miles a day every day in the year. That is to 
say, he would have to start out at 6 o'clock in the morn- 
lag. and walk steadily at the rate of four miles an hour 
until 6 o’clock in the evening, with the exception of an 
hour each day for dinner. And he would have to keep 
this up from the time he was born until the time he 
died. Yet the Golden Plover and certain other birds 
do this amount of traveling, not as their life's work, but 
as a part of it. In addition they supply themselves with 
food, rear a family each summer, and still find time for 

a six months’ vacation every year. | 


When we say that the golden plover “winters” in Ar- 
gentina, we mean that it there passes the months which 
constitute our winter. Asa matter of fact, it is the sum- 
mer of the southern hemisphere, anda when the plovers 
arrive there in September they find the native birds 
either nesting or preparing to nest. But this activity 
has no effect upon the migrants from the north, who 
have already reared one family, and after a flight of 
8000 miles are inclined to take things easy for a time. 
Until March they are chiefly occupied in providing them- 
selves with food, but in the early part of that month they 
hear the call which summons them once more on a long 
and perilous journey. Giving up their life of comparative 
ease, northward they start, through Bolivia, Western 
Brazil and Peru. Then, whether they continue on 
through Ecuador and cross the Gulf of Panama, or 
whether they follow the Isthmus, no man is sure; all we 


know about it is that later in the month they appear in 


Guatemala and Texas, reaching the latter place by flying 
straight across the Gulf of Mexico. In April, they are 
found crossing the prairies of the Mississippi Valley, and 
before the Ist of May they are going over our northern 


borders into Canada. By the first of June they have 


reached their destination, the inhospitable “barren 
grounds” above the Arctic Circle, or even hundreds of 
miles further north, where they take up the duties which 
they came to perform. Though the lakes are still ice- 
bound, and the ground still frozen hard, these plucky 
birds make their simple nests in the moss, and lay their 
four buffy eggs. In two months after their arrival, they 
have reared their families, and the homeward journey is 
begun. But they do not go home by the same route. 
First they pay a visit to Labrador, where they may be 
found at this season, in company with turnstones and 
Eskimo curlews, feasting on the crowberry, a juicy, black 
fruit borne in profusion by a species of heather, which 
krows over the rocks and treeless slopes of this bleak 
coast. The birds are very fond of this fruit, and eat 
such quantities of it that the flesh of the curlews be- 
comes stained dark purple with the juice. 


The plovers now become very fat and very strong, and 


are ready for their great journey to the southward. They 


leave the land at Nova Scotia and strike straight out to 
sea. They now have 1800 miles of ocean between them 
and the first of the Antilles, and 600 more to their objec- 
tive point on the mainland of South America. True, 
there are the Bermuda Islands, 800 miles from Nova Sco- 
tia, but if the weather is fair, the birds do not stop, but 
fly straight on, not only to the Antilles, but sometimes 
even to the mainland of South America itself. Of course. 
if a storm arises, and drives them from the main track 
they seek the nearest land, and sometimes appear at Cape 
Cod and on Long Island. Perhaps they stop occasionally 
on the way, tor these plovers are good swimmers, and 
are sometimes seen resting on the surface of the ocean. 
But probably the voyage does not fatigue them very 
much, since when they reach the first land, and might 
alight as easily as not, they prefer to continue their 
flight, sometimes for hundreds of miles. 


Well is it for them that they lay on so much fat be- 
fore leaving Labrador, for the voyage to the Antilles is a 


trying one, and they arrive lean and hungry. Here, or 
upon the northeastern coast of South America, they 
make a stop of three or four weeks, perhaps, to recuper- 


ate. Then they suddenly disappear, whither, no man 
knows exactly, but later they reappear at the same time 
in Southern Brazil and in the prairie region of Argentina, 
almost to Patagonia, and their long annual vacation be- 
gins once more. 


How they find their way no one knows; no one knows 


even why this great journey is’ taken each year. What 


we do know is that the golden plover is one of the 


greatest travelers in the world.

MANILA’S TROLLEY ROAD. 

The opening last week of the Manila electric railway 
gives that city a system of electric railways that probably 
cannot be surpassed by any town of the same size in the 
United States. Work has been carried on for the past 
two years by J. G. White & Co. of New York and Lon- 
don, and in that time forty miles of urban and suburban 


| track has been laid, a new and up-to-date power-house 


and car barn constructed and the whole placed in success- 
ful operation. 

Three years ago the city of Manila had a horse-car line 
about eight miles long. Today instead of eight small 
mule cars, there are 100 double-truck electric cars in ser- 
vice, and more will be added as necessity demands. 


The power is genrated in a steel and concrete struc- 
ture 100x170 feet, located on an island in the Pasig River. 


This power-house contains three 1000 horse power tur- 


bines, each direct connected to turbo-generators. A 


fourth machine of 2000 horse power capacity is now being 


installed, and present indications are that another ma- 
chine of this size will be required in the immediate fu- 
ture. 

Just south of the island is a steel and concrete car barn, 
built, as is the custom in Manila, in the form of a hollow 
square, and equipped with offices and repair shops. A 
small but modern printing office is also operated by the 
company in which time tables, circulars, advertising 
matter and tickets are printed. It is necessary on ac- 
count of the distance from a suitable supply house. 

The track construction is equal to the best found in 
this country, the rails weighing from seventy to ninety 
pounds to the yard. A large portion of the track is laid 
on solid concrete foundation. On account of the damp 
climate, it was necessary thoroughly to coat all of the 
steel rails with asphaltum paint 

It was necessary to use teakwood in all of the car con- 
struction on account of the attacks of the white ant. The 
majority of the cars are of the standard cross-bench, open 
type used extensively in the United States, and to pro- 
vide for the rainy season a number of convertible and 
semi-convertible cars have been provided.

MANY STAMPS DESTROYED. 


HUNDREDS OF THOUSANDS OF PASTERS SENT 
Back Art BURNED EVERY WEEK. 


[Washington Post:] Contrary to the popular notion, | 
the only way in which the Postoffice Department handles 
etamps is to burn them. Hundreds of thousands, most 
of them uncanceled, are destroyed in this way every 
week. From 70,000 postoffices in all parts of the country 
they are sent in for “redemption,” as it is called—some 
because they are more or less damaged by flood or fire; 
many because the mucilage has run on them: a few be- 
cause they have been called out of circulation by the 
department. Not infrequently their face value reaches 
thousands of dollars. Scandalous? No, merely econ- 
omy; for it is cheaper for the government to e new 
stamps than to reissue the old ones sent in. course, | 
aS soon as they fall into the hands of the department the 
amps have no value, except that of their weight in 
paper. 
| Stamps are sold only to postmasters. Requisitions are 
made on the department, which, instead of issuing the 
| Supplies itself, orders them sent from the Bureau of En- 
Sraving and Printing, a Treasury institution. Not infre- 

quently a consignment of 20,000 stamps is never opened 
| by the postmaster, because on the way to the postoffice 
heat or dampness has melted them into one solid mass. 
Safes in country postoffices seldom are proof against fire | 
_or flood, and millions of stamps spoiled by either are re- 
deemed every year. Unfortunately not even city safes 
are burglar-proof, and nearly every week the department 
handles one or more “burglary cases.” Imbedded in a 
bundle of stamps redeemed a few days ago was part of a 
_safe lock, and the postmaster’s laconic explanation was: 
_“Blowed up by glycerine.” It was a Nevada postmaster, 
and the deputy marshals are still looking for the gang 
that did the job. 
| Process of Redemption. 

No matter how they have been damaged, however, the 
stamps all go through the same process of redemption. 
They are sent to the Third Assistant Postmaster-General 
in a registered package, and in the redemption division 
are turned over to two clerks, who count them. This 
counting is not the lightning-like work done in the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing, where the stamps are 
counted in sheets, but a careful examination and count of 
every stamp or part of stamp over one-half, a fraction 
over one-half being redeemable at full value. The 
stamps that are stuck together are carefully soaked 
apart in hot water, so that everyone may be credited and 
o that no more than are actually there may be re- 
deemed. 

When the clerks have finished counting they put the 
stamps in a safe until enough have accumulated to keep 
a “committee” busy a day in verifying the count. This 
second count would seem superfluous, but experience 


— 


| shows it necessary. Some years ago it was not made, the 


stamps being destroyed immediately after the counting 
clerks had finished with them. At the Philadelphia post- 
office it was noticed that a certain few firms were using 
a larger number of stamps of high denomination than 
the postoffice itself was selling. The condition became 
a chronic one, and an investigation was made. The in- 
vestigation led to Washington, where it was found that 
one of the counting clerks had been sliding stamps of the 
value of 50 cents or more into his pocket, instead of into 
the box furnished for that purpose. Since that time,

ranging from 1 cent to $60. They were “called in” four 
years ago, and never were for public use. They were sold 
te postmasters to be issued in mailing publications in 
bulk, and were not affixed to the mall, but only canceled 
in the postoffice. Collectors found it difficult to get them. 
Yet a man with a fad will stop at nothing. 


Postoffice clerks in large cities found this out, and at 
one time quite a traffic was maintained in them. They 
simply took them from the postoffices and left their 
money value in the “till.” No one knew that the stamps 
had not been canceled, the government lost nothing, but 
the clerk, who sold a dollar stamp for $2, and the collec- 
tor, who added a “rare specimen” to his collection, both 
gained by the transaction. 

The “commemorative stamps” issued for the World's 
Fair, Pan-American Exposition, and St. Louis Fair, all 
have been called in, but many are still unredeemed. 
That the latfer two issues are still being redeemed is not 
remarkable,‘ because there are some parts of the country 
that have not yet awakened to the fact that there was an 
exposition at Buffalo or that Louisiana was ever pur- 
chased. But the demand for World's Fair stamps of 
high denominations was very pronounced twelve years 
ago; yet the department is still called on to redeem 
stamps of that issue, of $2, $3, and $5 face value. 

The only stamps now issued are “postage due,” spe- 
cial delivery,” and “common” stamps. The last-named 
run in value up to $5, the denominations being 1, 2, 3, 4, 
5, 6. 8, 10, 13, 15, and 50 cents and $1, $2, and $5. 


ENNOBLED BY HICCOUGH. 


FOUNDATION OF THE FORTUNES OF ONE OF THE 
GREAT FAMILIES OF AUSTRIA, 


[Washington Post:] The Kinskys may be said to owe 
their princely rank to a hiccough, and the story is worth 


while relating, since it shows how odd are the founda- 


tions of the fortunes of some of the oldest houses in 
Europe. It seems that during the midst of some great 
court function at Vienna, the Empress Maria Theresa 
had the misfortune to hiccough in a peculiarly loud and 
aggressive manner, not altogether in keeping with the 
laws of polite society, but which in Japan or in other 
oriental countries, of course, would have been regarded 
as a piece of lofty breeding. Perceiving that Her Maj- 
esty showed traces of embarrassment—for even empresses 
are human—young Count Kinsky stepped forward, and, 
with @ most clever assumption of intense mortification 
and humility, craved her pardon for his gross breach of 
manners. The Empress received his apology, not only 
graciously, but also gratefully, and from that time forth 
the young count's fortune was made. He was loaded 
with honors, and not long afterward advanced to the 
rank of prince, being, moreover, endowed by his imperial 
benefactress with means to support the higher dignity to 
which he had been promoted. 

It is related in Austria, though I cannot vouch for the 
truth of the story, that a Hungarian baron having no- 
ticed the tokens of imperial good will and favor that had 
followed this ready piece of ioyalty on the part of young 
Count Kinsky, determined to emulate it on the first op- 
portunity that presented itself. Accordingly, the next 


time that her apostolic majesty happened to hiccough, 


he quickly arose, and, addressing the astonished cour- 
tiers, loudiy exclaimed: Ladies and gentlemen, the Mo- 
cough that Her Majesty has just deigned to hiccough was 
hiccoughed, I beg you to understand, by me.” 


The ‘story adds that he was incontinently thrown out 
of the imperial presence and banished from court. Hun- 
garians have a well-merited reputation of always getting 
hold of the wrong end of the joke, and it is possible that 
the episode of the Magyar baron was invented at Vienna, 
as a pendant to the other story, and destined to illustrate 
the lack of wit as well as the traditional gallantry of h 


loyal race.

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FIELD NOTES. 

Against Imported Plants. 
T seems superfluous to continue to warn the people of 
Los Angeles county that they cannot receive trees 
and plants from Florida and Louisiana. But what 
else can we do when orders are coming in every week and 
as regularly destroyed? The latest reported was a large 
box received at Pasadena from a Florida florist who 
boasts that he will find a way into Los Angeles, and asks 
his customers to pay no attention to the ordinance 
passed by the Supervisors; that he can send without 
identification marks upon the packages, and proposes to 
do so. This Pasadena box was broken open when it ar- 
rived, adding gravely to the liability of the escape of the 


white fly, should this insect be upon the plants. The box 
was wrapped immediately in a cloth, taken out by the 
inspector and fumigated. Afterward he carried it to his 
house and burned the whole lot. After treatment the 
package was opened and found to contain two or three 
species of scale, including many specimens of the dreaded 

fl in its adherent stage. Fortunately no express or 
freight office in the county will deliver packages of 
plants without first notifying the horticultural officers 
and giving them the opportunity of examining the con- 
tents and the chance to destroy them. In every case 
these opportunities are embraced. It seems little short 
of criminal carelessness for our people to order plants 
from these sources. Riverside and San Bernardino 
counties are equally stringent in their ordinances, but 
other counties may leave the doors open for an invasion | 
from Florida the like of which we have never seen for | 
destructiveness. If California is intending to stay in the 
fruit business, and I have not heard an intimation to the 
contrary, the querantine laws and ordinances should be | 
made much more stringent. The laws should be so 
drawn than their execution would not depend upon the 
whims of the appointed officials or the vagaries of a Dis- 
trict Attorney. | 


Life of Scale Larvae. 


HE much discussed question as to how long the young 

of our scale pests will live from hatching to adherence 
to the tree will probably never be thoroughly demon- 
strated. It has a bearing upon the danger of transport- | 
ing the larvae from one orchard to another upon wagons, | 
picking boxes, ladders, etc. Any information as to the | 
length of life of the young would be of interest and value | 
from this standpoint. William Wood, of Whittier, bas 
tested the endurance of the larvae of purple scale co 
fined in a glass jar with nothing but fresh air upon | 
which to subsist. At the end of twenty-four hours most 
of the scale had died, and at thirty-six hours of confine- | 
ment, not one was living. But this does not apply to 
geale carried upon leaves or branches by any means, for 
hatching may occur in a natural way in these cases and 
the infection scattered. Nor does it apply to larvae 
carried immediately by birds, or insects, or in the work 
of harvesting the fruit. When the birds multiply these 
troubles will increase, yet we are all friends of the birds. 


Whittier’s Enterprise. 
IGHTY fruit growers have signed an agreement orig- 
inating among themselves to take concerted action 

‘in fighting whatever of insect pests may invade their | 
orchards or are entrenched therein at the present time. 

And more will sign the document, till every grower in 

the district has attached his name thereto. It is thought | 

that only one, of the remaining score not signing yet, | 
will refuse to join in the plan. The agreement stipu- | 
lates that the signers will not wait to be legally com- 
pelled to treat their trees. It further agrees that the 
signers will place their cases entirely in the hands of the 
Horticultural Commissioners, fumigating their trees 
where and as often as the Commissioners require. This 
is an exhibition of voluntary coéperation probably with- 
out a parallel in this county, at least in this line. The

Prairie Wolves. 


FARMER remarked recently that coyotes had 

increasing alarmingly in some portions of Southern 
California during the last few years. If this is true gen- 
erally throughout the State the law passed fourteen years 
ago may have to be reénuacted, or rehabilitated, if it is 
yet on the statute books. In 1891 this State granted a 
bounty of $5 for each coyote scalp presented. Enforced 
for less than two years this law cost the State $187,485, 
as the records show, representing 37,497 good coyotes as 
the result. Kansas accomplished much more with a 
bounty of $1 each, the vear ending last June showing 
the slaughter of about 20,000 of these animals. The 
reason given for the increase of these little wolves is 
that within the bounds of settlement the increase of food 
in the form of chickens, turkeys, swine, calves, colts and 
cats has furnished meat for the coyote in increased 
quantities, easier of capture and more meritorious than 
that of lizards, mice and prairie dogs. | 
I asked our farmer informant why we so seldom bear 
the doleful song of the coyote if these animals were get- 
ting more numerous. His explanation was novel, if not 
altogether conclusive. Formerly their chief food was 
rabbits, and the prey was hunted la packs. Since the

_ Nitrogen Bacteria. 


T HAVE made an estimate of the number of acres of 
alfalfa, beans and peas that have been treated this 


spring in Southern California, with the nitrogen culture 


process. Over 300 acres have been planted to tnocu- 
lated seed or sown with soll moistened with the cul- 
tures. This does not include one individual experiment 


wherein 140 acres of Lima beans are to have the bene 


fit of the nodule-forming recige. One experiment in- 
oculated, with a one-acre package, enough seed for four 
acres of alfalfa, doing so by spreading the seed upon 
an oiled cloth and applying the liquid with a fine 
sprinkler. He clamed thorough work, and a handful 
of plants about four inches high, with roots of about 
the same length, showed numerous nodules about the 


| size of a pin head. This was six weeks after planting. 


Another applied the preparation to garden peas, claim- 


ing he could easily inotulate double the amount called 
for in the directions, by means of an atomizer.

man brought in a sample showing numerous nodules, 
similar to those upon the alfalfa plants, about four 
weeks after planting.

Transplanting Vegetables and Flowers. 

ROBABLY the tin can is the most popular trans- 

planting device. If set on the stove until the solder 
melts and the seams open, the bottom can be removed 
and the sides held in shape by a piece of wire twisied 
around the middie. A board or a trayful of these !s 
carried into the garden at planting time, and each is 
slid off into the hole prepared to receive the plant. A 
knife is then run round the inside of the can, and the 
tin is lifted upward, leaving the soil and roots free. 
The can may be left in the hole with the plant, in 
which case the wire should not be loosened, but the 
can should be drawn up until the top of it is about two 
inches above the soil. This forms an absolute protec- 
tion against cut worms, and is specially vaiuable in new 
soil, or sod land when first under cultivation. If you 
raise tomatoes in cans, I would certainly advise th’'s 
method of transplanting, for it is the most anncying 
thing in the world to have an entire plant cut off just 
at the top of the root. Other insects miftilate a plant, 
but there is some chance of saving its life. Cutworms 


slay outright. It might appear that the can would con- 
fine the roots so that they could not obtain enough 
nourishment; on the contrary. they grow deep and 
spread out below the can, which also protects them 
from drought. These cans can be used over again, year 
after year, if they are stored away after their spring 
usefulness is ended. Each bottomless can has a little 
fine gravel or sand put in below it. 
(or the pieces of charcoal that can be purchased from 
any plumber or tinsmith, and which are easily crushed 
fine enough with a hammer or hatchet) is the very best 
thing in the world to add to the drainage layer at the 
bottom of a pot. can or other receptacle designed to hold 
the roots of a plant. It will keep the earth sweet and 
loose. The tin is then filled with finely-screened, rich 
loam in which the seeds are planted. Several seeds are 
put in each can, and the stockiest seedling retained. 


Dress and Tools for Women Gardeners. 


ERE is a practical working dress for the woman 

who personally delves in her garden: A loose shirt 
waist, with the addition in colder weather of a heavy 
sweater; a stout tweea skirt for the spring and fall, 
replaced in summer by one of linen or dénim, cut a good 
three inches off the ground. Over that a seersucker 
apron, with two capacious pockets to hold the necessary 
labels, twine, pencil and shears. An improvement on 
the ordinary gardening gloves is, to take a pair of old 
loose dogskin gloves, sew pleces of seersucker on their 
tops, drawn up and gathered in with elastic bands above 
the elbows. These tops will prevent the sifting in of 
sand or gravel. 

For a sensible head covering, a sunbonnet with “poke 
before and cape behind” is advocated. But an old- 
fashioned Leghorn hat, tied on with ribbon, will be 
preferred by some. My spring gardening in March Is 
euch windy work that if my hat were not well anchored 
I fear | should accomplish but little. 


As to tools: First buy a good pair of solid steel pruning 
shears (do not be beguiled into taking ladies“ light 
pruning shears,“) a solid steel trowel, an angle-trowel, 
a round dibble for transplanting, an Excelsior hand 
weeder, a small hand fork, a rubber plant eprinkler, a 


ball of stout twine, a bundle of raffia for tying up the 


emaller flowers, and a t small-sized rush basket in 
which to carry these tools. Above all things, have 
your own small-sized, but strong, spade and rake; they 
are handier for a woman to use than the unwieldy man’s 
size. Two joys of my life for use in the garden are 


dowels. In my perennial beds I use quantities of the 
ten-inch wooden labels, for I sometimes forget the spots 
of the perennial roots. I found that at any planing 
mill I could buy seven-eighths inch dowels, twelve feet 
long, at nine cents apiece. These are cut into four or 
six-foot length<«, as needed. and painted a dull green 
color. A wet day in spring is excellent for the task 
and, well sharpened at one end, they make an excellent 
substitute for the more finished plant stakes of tt)» 
eeedeman. 

For the emalier-sized plants, buy slim bamboo rods

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in bundles of 100 or 150, from any seedsman, and ut. 
into the required lengths with steel pruning shears.—

You 
must remember that there are over 2000 characters in the 
Chinese alphabet. Of course we were furnished with 
the patterns, but a number of our men were having 
funny dreams at night after a day’s work on Chinese 
characters, before the big order was filled and ship- 
ped.”—[Milwaukee Sentinel.

STRANGE New or Dis- 
TINGUISHED ARMY SURGEON. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


ASHINGTON, May 8.—That we Americans, like 
Hamlet, are “too much f’ the sun,” are light- 
daft to an alarming degree, are nerve-worn 
and overstimulated by sunlight; that the darker our 
immigrants the further south they should settle and 
vice versa; that there are but small corners of the 
United States where blonde and black men can thrive, 
unless the former take to the mountains; that the 
blondes have been the brains and rulers of the world 


and should be still; that they are degenerating because 


leaving their cold and cloud zone; that they should 
wear white outer garments and black underclothes in 
summer; that there were two Gardens of Eden—one 
for round and the other for long heads; that the Adam 


and Eve of each were brunettes. These are some of 


the deductions to be made by Maj. Charles E. Woodruff, 
surgeon, United States Army, in a forthcoming treatise 
which, among man students, promises to be the scien- 
tific sensation of the year. 


Death Proportional! to Sunshine.

to the United States. The zenith sun of the tropics 
gives the greatest light, and thé amount of rays per 
square foot of surface diminishés as we go north. But 
the further we go from the tropics the greater the layer 
of air which the rays must pass through to be absorbed 
before they strike man. 

Some solar rays are poisonous to man. The slow- 
est ether rays are from 100 to 150 feet apart, and among 
them are those used in wireless telegraphy. Shorter 
and faster are the dark heat waves, and slightly more 
rapid still are those influencing the eye, giving it the 
sensation first of red and then, as they grow still faster, 
of all colors of the rainbow up to violet. Those faster 
than violet. Le., the “ultra-violet,” are invisible to man, 
althouch some lower animals see them perfectly, and 
thus see in a room dark to us. The short violet and 
ultra-violet rays eet up very rapid movements without 
becoming heated. Among them are X-rays and radium 
ravs the latter sometimes penetrating an inch deep in 
metal. 
Sun Rays that Kill. 

Hach ray has its effect on life. Those dangerous to 
man are the short ultra-violet. violet, indigo and blue. 
Dark pigment of the skin excludes them, but admits 
the harmless green, yellow, orange, red and those longer 
than the red. The violet and ultra-violet are “deadly 
drugs.” curative when used in moderation, like ar- 
senic, also stimulating, like alcohol. They kill mi- 
crobes, but have the same effect upon our protoplasm 
as upon that of the disease germ. They can paralyze 
our sense nerves, and thus act as an anaesthetic, like 
cocaine. A Russian physician: performs operations un- 
der a lamp giving out violet and ultra-violet rays. It 
deadens pain when held eight inches distant for twenty 
minutes. It will ease the pain of burns, rheumatism 
or pleurisy. Sealed glass tubes of radium will kill 
young animals when placed upon their spines. X-rays 
can destroy cells, glands, blood vessels and even mus- 
cles. 

Why Red Excites the Bull. 


Light rays also affect the emotions. There is a the- 
ery that the blue depresses and the red excites; an 
other that those fron red to yellow—the long ones— 
calm. “It is well known,” said Dr. Woodruff, “that red 
has a tremendous physical effect on the bull, and it is 
generally acknowledged that red is more or less used 
for erotic purposes by the demi-monde. It is quite 
likely that red is a general psychic excitant, as it ts 
also to the retina. On the other hand, the soothing and 
depressing effects of violet and blue seem to be in ac- 
cord with their well-known anaesthetic effect. It has 
been sar that some manufacturers of photographic 
plates have been compelled to remove the ruby-red light 
and substitute another for the darkroom, because pro- 
longed exposure caused psychic irritation to the em- 
ployer. It has also been popularly supposed that men 
accused of crime in Russia and confined in cells so as 
to be immersed in violet and blue light have been so 
depressed, mentally, in a few weeks as to offer no re- 
sistance to the police investigation, and that if carried 
too far the depression is permanent and may even re 
sult in profound, incurable melancholia. Light of vari- 
ous colors is now being used in the treatment of the in- 
sane through its stimulating or soothing effect, as 
neeted. It is said that some remarkable results have 
been reached at Ward's Island, New York. The dis- 
eased nervous system thas shows itself to be very sus- 
ceptible to these short rays.” 

Darkness Increases Weight. 


Animals are found to be greatly increased in weight 
if kept in the dark. Darkness is soothing. Babies are 
quieted by it. Man can do without light, “in spite of 
his fanatical faith in its absoute necessity.” Miners 
live to a good old age, generally. Paris sewer workers. 
in spite of foul gases and germs, are as healthy as, 
or healthier than street workers. “The darkness, in- 
stead of injuring them, has apparently helped them, 
for they have not been damaged by light waves. The 
employés of the London, Paris and New York subways 


will be better off in summer than those exposed to the 


surface glare of the streets.” 


Dark houses are harmless, according to Dr. Woodruff. 
The houses of the hardy Scotch have always been small 
and dark. The early cave dwellers were in perfect | 
health for millenniums. The Eskimos, Russian peas- | 
ants and Siberians are virtual cave dwellers. Chinese 
and swarthy Europeans are found to thrive best when 
huddled together in cellars.

Light rays have been powerful factors in human evo- 
lution, the surgeon opines. The first men were bru- 
nettes, but not so dark as the man-like apes. There 
were probably two cradles of the human race, both cold, 
_ light countries. Central Europe was the cradle of the | 
long-headed and Central Asia that of the broad- headed 
men. A huge inland sea separated Asia from Europe, 
but as years went on this disappeared, and about 10,000 
B.C. the bigger! heavier, broad-headed brunette men 
came across from Asia and overran most all of Europe, | 
except Southern Italy, parts of Spain and Scotland. | 
They overpowered the native long-headed brunettes, 
but their descendants have never become blondes. | 


About 20,000 B.C., some of the long-headed Europeans, 
pressed at the rear from Central Europe, had gotten 
into Scandinavia. The glacial ice sheet had receded, 
and they found their asylum foggy, misty, dark and 
cold. There was a great destruction of the small, frail. 
darker and stupid. The forests which had sprung up 
after the ice sheet had receded afforded darkness, need- 
ed to filter out the short rays of light and to make 
man’s hair and skin fair, his eyes blue. The rigors of 
the climate allowed only the most intelligent to sur- 
vive. Thus was Scandinavia the cradle of blondeness, 
superior intellect and the Aryan race. Later, from their 
Baltic home, the blonde, Aryans flowed like waves al! 
over Europe. submerging the brunettes met with Be- 
fore history opened they had become the autocracy 
and royalty even in lands densely brunette. At least 
100,000 and perhaps 290,000 years ago some brothers of 
our brunette ancestors departed from the northern cra- 
die of the race and went toward the equator. They be- 
came black aboot 89,000 years after they started, al- 
though it took only 10,000 years for the Aryan blonde to 
evolve from his brunette ancestors. 


Cause of Color and Features. 


Man's color pigment is his natural armor against solar 
rays, and its depth became proportionate to their inten- 
sity.

Going north, com- 
plexions gradually lighten as more cloudy, cold and for- 
est-clad climes are reached. But in countries which are 
light as well as cold, men are red or yellow, which col- | 
ors exclude dangerous short waves of light, but con- 
serve those of heat. The Eskimo, therefore, is darker | 
than northern people who live in darker climates. He 
must be protected against the long arctic day and the 
fierce snow glare, but yet must have heat. The Indian 
has not been here long enough to greatly vary his color.

This is a preparation known as Suero de 
Calmette, which was first discovered by Dr. Calmette, 
a French physician, and used as an antidote for snake 
bites. It has been used by Dr. Betancourt Rodriguez of 
Rio de Janiero, Brazil, with great success in his treat- 
ment of the fever, and has only recently been taken up 
by the authorities in Yucatan. 

Dr. Martinez claims that the cause of death in yel- 
low fever may be directly attributed to the diminu- 
tion of the urine, or uremia, and to frequent hemor- 
rhages which the patient is subjected to, and which, 
according to the statistics which he showed me. this 
preparation successfully. combats if acministered the 
first day or two after he is taken sick. If he does not 
give himself up to treatment at once, then his case Is 
usually hopeless. In truth, people have attempted to 
conceal the fact that they had yellow fever heretofore 
in order to avoid going to the hospital, and as a result 
of this Dr. Martinez fined a hotelkeeper $100 the other 
day for concealing a fever patient in his hotel. 


Dr. Martinez is a very cultured man and is thor- 


oughly experienced in the handling of yellow fever. 


He was educated in Berlin, Germany, where he resided 
for five years. Although immensely wealthy he de 
votes his time and efforts to the good of his country 
in the endeavor to check the dread disease which has 
claimed its hundreds of victims annually in Mérida. 
and which has kept out immigration and further re- 
tarded the development of the State. As evidence of 
the fact that the people in general appreciate his ef- 
forts, it may be truthfully said that he is, with the pos- 
sib'e exception of the Governor, the best-liked man in 
Yucatan.

After\the battle of Hastings the Saxon monks Osgod 
and Alrik, removed Harold's remains to their monastery | 
at Waltham. In Domesday Book, mention is made of 
several Osgoods holding lands in a number of counties, | 
Osgot was a great landed proprietor, probably one of the | 
Saxons who made his peace with the Conqueror and vas 
confirmed in his possessions. Robertus Osegood was a 
burgess of Willshire, living in the thirteenth century. | 
In 1316, Adam de Osgodby, of Yorkshire, was keeper of 
the creat seal. 

For two centuries the Osgood family has been a power 
in Massachusetts and New York. The Pilgrim ancestor 
was John, who came over in 1638. He came from Her- 


rell, or Wherwell, near Andover, and is said to have 
named Andover, Mass. which town he helped to found. 
His was the second house there, and religious services 
were held in it until the church was built. The property 
has been in possessicn of the family until within the 
last few years. According to tradition, John “feared 
neither the theological devil nor the red ones” who 
prowled in the neighborhood. He went to church witb 
his musket, and he and his sons went armed to the teeth 
when trouble with the Indians threatened. John Osgood 
was a religious erthusiast who “devoted al! his leisure to 
the giory of God,” as it has been expressed. No better 
type of the God-fearing. stout-hearted pioneer can be 
found. He was the first representative for Andover to 
the Genera! Court, 1951 

Another Pilgrim ancestor was Christopher Osgood—or 
Ossgood, as the name was more commonly spelled in 
colonial times. He. with his wife Margaret, were the 
first settlers in the town of Ipswich, Mass. Another PH. 
grim was William Osgood, who went to Salisbury, Mass 
It is said that the three Osgoods were brothers It i« 
a somewhat singular fact that each reared d family of 
two sons and four daughters. A curious document i 
Christopher s will, proved 1650. “My wish is that my 
daughters do not marry without the desire of my wife, 
And the consent of my overseers, and that their several 
portions be paid when they are 20 years old, if they be

All the Oscooda educated their sons well, sending them 
to the best Boston schools and to college. Nineteen were 
graduates of Harvard before 1824, and eight at other New 
England colleges. Few of the family haye cared for a 
commercial career, although it may be mentioned that 
the first mills on the Concord River were built by Chris- 
topher Osgood, nor have the clash and struggle of politi- 
eal life appealed to them One characteristic is a strong 
religious nature, with the result that a large number 
have chosen the ministry of the gospel—eo many, indeed, 
that the name has a distinctly relicious sound. 

The Oscoodsa have ever been staunch patriots. Capt. 
John, son of John the first, was one of the number im- 
prisoned by Andross during the opposition to the taxa- 
tion of ‘687. Col. John and Capt. Peter Osgood were 
members of the committee which drew up resolutions 
acainst the stamp act. Peter was a leading member of 
the committee formed to encourage home manufactures. 
He would have nothing to do with English importations. 
Vankee-made articles were good enough for him—every- 
thing else was superfluous.

things. The amount of food a hen brings home at night 
is no guarantee that this, trebled, is the amount she 
needs for the twenty-four hours in confinement. In con- 
finement poultry should have something to peck at all 
the time, excepting when they are preening themee!ves 
and resting and dusting. It may be a tough raw bit of 
calfskin, as I saw the other day tied to a tree just out 
of easy reach, or it may be hard turnips or pumpkins or 
dried bread loaves. Something they should have to pick, 
for picking is natural. Look at the beaks of your fowls 
and note how many of them have elongated, sharp. 
curved beaks. A Chinaman’'s nails, and a hen's beaks 
are composed of the same material, and either will grow 
out of shape if encouraged. One reason that some hens 
learn to peck eggs is this constant, but unrecognized, 
' longing to peck something that is palatable. Hens won't 
peck rocks. I have known them to pick the bark from a 
tree. 

One sees a good deal in the poultry papers about the 
necessity of giving the fowls some litter to scratch over. 
It is just as necessary to give them something for their 
beaks to exercise on! We must even grind their shells 
that they may be deprived of the pleasure of doing it for 
themselves! Try dumping a pile of clam shells in the 
corner, and see how dextrously the old fowls will crack 
off the margins. They will work at it all day. If a bens 
beak is worn down to the useful, blunt type, she will not 
learn to eat her eggs. It is the bird of the sharp bil! tha! 
bites a little crack in the shell at the very first blew. | 
have known hens to be broken of eating their eggs by the 
| simple process of cutting the points off from their beaks. 
How much more sensible than to kill the hens! We

Good 
moral here for human individuals! Scratch and get finer 
bits than appear on the surface of things. 


For the Adolescent. 


One day last week I heard a couple of ladies chatting 
about old people they knew. Said one tothe other: Do 
you know the greatest blessing to adolescence is poultry 
raising? I never thought of the matter in this light un- 
til made the acquaintance of Mr. and Mrs. Blank, you 
know them, the old couple that live in the tiny house 
down near the arroyo. If it wasn’t for their chickens 
those odd folks would sit moping in the corner all day 
long, like so many elderly people I have known. They 
have a little pension, just enough to buy what they can- 
not do without; and that in itself is sufficient to keep 
most younger people than they are contented in idleness. 
But they have a few chickens, and they work with them 
all day long. There is so much bent-over work to do 
about a hen yard that it just suits the decrepit. The way 
they keep that soil turned over, and the green vegetables 
growing, is enough to astonish one. I wonder if the old 
folks at the County Farm are given a few hens each to 
take care of so they can feel a bit of independent per- 
sonal satisfaction? I wish I had money to burn, as some 
of my neighbors have; I would see that the old people 
who are obliged to accept charity from their children or 
strangers were supplied with a few hens. It would be 
better in some instances then giving them a preacher. 
Doesn't the Bible say one must work out one’s own sal- 
vation?“ Keeping a few hens obliges a person to ‘work 
out,’ and working out comes before salvation, according 
to Scripture. I tell you that poultry raishg is the great- 
est friend of the adolescent.”

He take s her up tenderly, sets her down in any particular 
nest he selects, not always the same nest, pats her affec- 
tionately, and saye: “Place your egg here, Johnnie.” 
She sings a low lullaby, and does as she is told. You see 
Roland named the bird “Johnnie” while she wore down 
for a baby frock, not knowing “it would be a girl.”

An English Teacher of Diet.

ISS SOPHIE LEPPEL is a teacher of diet, living 
in London, England. She teaches people how to 
eat and what to eat, by correspondence, and other- 
wise. She also publishes “Diet versus Drugs,” a journal 
of dietetic reform, and has written a number of pam- 
phiets on various phases of hygiene. She also issues a 

set of “Dietetic Hints for my Consultants,” consisting of 

nine leaflets, printed on one side of thick paper, and en- 
closed in a case. Miss Leppel, it should be added, has 
obtained quite a reputation as a teacher of hyciene in 
Europe, and her fame has spread to this country. 


About a year ago the editor had a communication from 
Miss Leppel, who had seen an article of the editor's in 
Medical Talk, in which he sought to correct some erro- 
neous impressions regarding the use of olive oil. Miss 
Leppel wrote that she had been obliged to recommend 
her patients pork, in order to obtain the necessary 
a nt of fat, but wanted to know where she could ob- 
tain pure olive oil. The idea that a person should con- 


sider herself under the necessity of using the flesh of a | 
filthy animal, to obtain the fat needed by the body, was 
a strange one to the editor, and he wrote to Miss Leppel, | 
asking what was the matter with such articles of diet as 
cream, and butter, and nuts, and eggs, and half a dozen 

varieties of vegetable oils, besides olive oil. Since then, 

Miss Leppel has sent the editor the dietetic hints above 

referred to, for which she charges 10 6d. (about $2.50.) 

They contain some good suggestions, but also contain 

statements that no intelligent food reformer on this side 

of the water would be likely to approve. 

Here are what Miss Leppel calls the salient principles 
of the Leppel curative dietary treatment: 

1. Hardened concretions are dissolved by mild or 
strong acids (tomatoes, lemons,) combined with other 
suitable foods. 

2. Unsound or foreign substances (the cause of ill- 
health) are eliminated by blood-purifying fresh vegeta- 
bles and fresh fruits, combined with other suitable foods. 

3. The nervous system is strengthened by suitable 
nerve or brain foods (meat, fish.) combined with other 
suitable foods. | 

4. The muscular system is strengthened by muscle, or 
force, or starchy foods, combined with other suitable | 
foods. 

5. The system is best supplied with warmth in cold | 
weather by the warming nerve or brain foods (fresh 
pork, goose, duck, eels.) combined with other suitable | 
foods. | 
6. Inflammatory conditions are reduced by cooling, | 
fresh vegetables and fresh fruits, combined with other 
evitable foods. A similar diet will also keep the body 
cool and energetic in hot weather. 

There are some good ideas in this, but, as will be noted 
even by a superficial student of hygiene, they are vague 
and incomplete. Take, for instance, No. 4, “The muscu- 
lar system is strengthened by muscle or force or starch 
foods combined with other suitable foods.” Might have 
made it shorter, and said the muscular system is 
strengthened by food. Of course, Miss Leppel is well 
aware that foods which make heat and force—carbohy- 
drates—differ from those that build flesh and muscle, 
that is to aay, the nitrogenous foods. 

Mies Leppel believes in a mixed dietary—a considerable 
proportion of mal food. In a card, broadly stating her 
principles, she says: Fatty elements (lean pork, duck, 
goose, pork dripping, oil, butter, ete.) produce bodily 
warmth and physical comfort, but fat does not produce 
physical and mental strength. , 

No, indeed. Fat—that is to say animal fat—will not 
only sicken your body, but will in time weaken your mind. 
It will make you coarse, physically and mentally. Fat is 
the part of the body in which effete matter that should 
have been cast out is stored up. Animal fat is, there- 
fore, toa certain extent, filth. If you must eat meat, you 
should at least reject the blood, which contains most of 
the uric acid, and the fat, also, of course, the entrails. 
For what thinking person of cleanly tastes would care to 
eat the organs of an animal through which the urine is 
discharged, and in which organs there is, of course al- 
ways a considerable proportion of urine when the animal 
is killed. 

Again, on the same card, Miss Leppel says: in cold 
weather lean pork, duck or goose supply the food ele- 
ments in the safest form.” The word “safest” being | 
printed in italics. On the contrary, it has been found by | 
polar expeditions that there is more nourishment and 
endurance, even in that severe temperature, in oatmeal, | 
than in pork. 

Among the good suggestions given is that sugar in 
fruit is more casily digested than the sugar bought at the 
groceries. Yet, in another place, Miss Leppel says in 
“Hints About the Excretory Organs: “Sweet elements 
(I refer to those found in fresh and dried fruits) are not 
necessary during the curative period. During the cure, 
untn a complete action of the bowels is secured, as little 
fruit as possible should be taken. Just enough to satisfy 
the craving for sweet elements. Fruits have a consti-

pating effect on those who suffer from constipation.” 
This is the first time the editor has ever heard the theory 
advanced that fruits, either fresh or dried, are consti- | 
pating, except a few fruits that are astringent, such as. 
blackberries and guavas. But think of constipating figs, 
or constipating peare! Further on, Miss Leppel says: 


send “A complete action of the bowels can be secured only by 


a liberal amount of green vegetables and lean t. 
Meat and vegetables are the specific foods for curing - 
stipation.” Indeed! Again, on the same card appears 
this: “When the bowels feel relaxed, take more meat 
flesh and a little more starch food, and eat less or no 
fruit or vegetables, for one or two meals, until the stom- 
ach feels settled again. Never allow your bowels to act 
oftener than once a day.” On the contrary, when there 
is morbid matter to be cast out of the system, it may be 
desirable for you to let the bowels act half a dozen times 
a day. Nature knows what she is about. 

The most extraordinary statement in these “dietetic | 
hints” is, however, the following: “Eggs contain no 
fatty elements. If taken without dripping, butter or 
cheese they will make the faeces hard and brittle. | 


“Dripping,” it should be explained, for the benefit of 


those who are not familiar with English terms, is the 
fat that drops from the roasted meat into the pan, in 
front of the open English kitchen fire, which fat is 
ladled over the meat from time to time, to keep it from 
burning, and efter cooling and hardening is used by the 


poorer classes in piace of butter, and for frying foods. | 


What an extraordinary statement is this about eggs. 
Surely, every kindergarten student of hygiene should be 


aware that the yolk of an egg consists of more than 30 


per cent. fat, and that the entire egg contains over 10 


per cent. of fat. Such a statement is in the highest de- 


gree surprising. 

In the latest number of “Health Without Drugs” ap- 
pears an article from an enthusiastic correspondent, enti- 
tled “The Doom of Orthodox Vegetarianism,” in which 
the correspondent repeats the nonsensical and discredited | 
idea that an “exclusively vegetarian diet is incompetent | 
for the task of maintaining a material and mental in- 
tegrity of the structure of the human body for adults | 
in our climate.”

TOOTH 


CAUSE OF TOOTHACHE 


People often ask how it is that a tooth can ache 
after the nerve has been killed. It seems to be 
a general impression that toothache has its seat 
in a living nerve, and that, once the nerve is de- 
stroyed, further pain from the particular tootii 
concerned is impossible. Every tooth has in its 
center a natural cavity with canals leading to the 
end of each root. This cavity contains a living 
pulp, consisting of blood vessels and nerve fiber. 
connected with the vascular and nerve centers 
through a small aperture at the end of the root.

These 
work along the root canal, through the smail 
opening at the end of the root, and become de- 
posited at the apex of the bony socket which 
holds the root of the tooth. Violent inflamma- 
tion follows, growing more intense, unless relief 
is afforded, until it terminates in an alveolar abs- 
cess, and is discharged in the form of pus. A 
gumboil is nothing more than a fistulous opening 
to one of these abscesses.

Harmiess Drugs. 


K. C. N. MILLER, of San Francisco—who is ent- 
922 not a homeopath—sends the following little 
circular: . 

“To raise one grain of any drug to the thirtieth deci- 
mal trituration (30x) by established homeopathic for- 
mula would require one nonillion grains of sugar of milk, 
less one grain, the amount of the drug used. 1,000,000,000,- 
000,000 000,000,000 ,000,000—1. Wouldn't that gripe you? 
By a simple arithmetical calculation it may be seen that 
one grain of any drug raised to the 30x would make of 
‘medicine,’ if it were all saved and properly molded, a 
vial of 847 pellets each one as heavy as the moon! Swal- 
low em?“ 

Such diluted drugs as this, even the editor can safely 
vouch for as harmless. They act, when they act at all, in 
the form of suggestion, and may be regarded in the same 
light as the “placebo,” which the wise physician, who 
does not desire to administer drugs, gives to his patient, 
who thinks he must take something. 


Germs That do Not Germinate. 


DISPATCH from New York states that voluminous 

reports from workers in colleges, laboratories and 
hospitals all over the country have been presented at the 
first general session of the pneumonia commission by the 
New York Board of Health. We are further told that, 
so far as methods of treatment and means of prevention 
are concerned, “progress has not been sufficient to war- 
rant the publication of definite results.” 
logical experiments, we are told, have been “most inter- 
esting.” This reminds us somewhat of the “beautiful 
and successful operation” that results in the death of a 
patient. Following is an extract from the dispatch: 


“The existence of the pneumonia germ in normal 
mouths, as well as in those of persons having the dis- 
ease, has been considered, and the value of disinfecting 
the mouth was muth discussed.” 

It is a well-known fact that not only the germ of pneu- 
monia, but the germ of diphtheria, and typhoid fever, 
and cholera, and other diseases is quite frequently found 
in the mouths, or throats, or blood of people who are not 
afflicted with any of these diseases. How, then, do the 
doctors explain that these people do not contract such 
diseases? If these germs are 80 fearfully deadly and in- 


fectious as they claim, then how is it that they don’t mul- | 
tiply, and injuriously effect the body in which they 


dwell? 


The fact is that while the doctors are groping around 


and trying to change symptoms of a disease, while guess- 
ing at the proximate cause, they entirely overlook ihe 
cause of the cause, namely, the breaking of the laws of 
nature, an observance of which laws is the only possible 
means of cure. 
As the editor has seo frequently said, a thoroughly 
healthy person can no more catch a disease of any kind 
than you ean set fire to a pile of iron filings, but if there 
are shavings among the filings, there will be a conflagra- 
tion, great or small, according to the amount of shav- 
ings. - 

Suggestion and Warts. . 

EFERRING to a statement recently published in this 

department, that claims are made of curing warts by 


suggestion, a Rialto correspondent tells how he has 


known of a wart to disappear after merely rubbing a 
small pebble over it, and throwing the pebble over one’s 
shoulder, not looking back. Of course whenever cures 
are made in this way, it is a case of suggestion, pure and 
simple. The fact is that we know as yet comparatively 
little about the relations existing between the mind and 
the body, and this ignorance unfortunately opens the 
way to an army of pretenders and fakirs, so that progress 
is retarded, just as it is in the case of Spiritualism.

Confounding Cause and Effect. | 
N the report of the California State Board of Health 


recently was a communication from Dr. F. N. Pottin- 
| ger, of Los Angeles who conducts a consumptive saaa- | 


torlum at Monrovia on the subject of “How to Prevent 
the Spread of Tuberculosis.” Dr. Pottinger says: 
“The disease is produced by the tubercle bacillus, a 
very small organism bélonging to the plant kingdom. 
This germ multiplies only within the living body, or in 
incubators in the laboratory. It will live, however, for | 
many months outside of the body, and still be able to 
cause tuberculosis.” 
This statement shows how entirely at sea the medical 
profession is in regard to broad general facts in regard to 
health and disease. The tubercle bacillus, like other mi- 
crobes infesting the human body, is not the cause, but a 
result of the disease. Dr. Alexander M. Ross Fellow of 
the Royal Society of England, puts the subject very 
clearly when he says: 
“I charge that they have encouraged superstition and 
humbug by the germ theory of disease. I do not ques- 
tion the existence of infinitesimal micro-organisms; but 
they are the result, not the cause, of disease. They are 
the scavengers; their legitimate work is to clean out the 
sewers of our bodies; wherever there is decay, pus or de- 
composing matter, there these little life-savers are doing 
their work of neutralizization, sanitation and purifica- 
tion; they feast upon effete and decaying animal matter 
—they are beneficial helpers to an important end.“ 


Concerning “Cures.” 
EFEKRING to a recent analysis and comment, repro- 
duced in this department, showing the worthlessness 
df a widely advertised and largely consumed proprietary 
medicine, a reader of The Times asked the editor how 
he could explain the fact that a Los Angeles man was 
recently cured of a severe case of rheumatism by taking 
a large quantity of this compound. 

In reply, the editor said that he could show scores of 
causes of persons who had been cured of disease by Chris- 
tian Science, and by suggestive therapeutics, and by ab- 
sent treatment, and by prayer, and by relics of a saint, 
and by sugar pills, and by colored water, and even by 
carrying a potato or a horse chestnut in the pocket, or by 
wearing an iron ring. All this is suggest 
tion, pure and simple. That is all there is to it. 

One other thing. A disease does not always stay with 
a person forever, or until they die. It sometimes dis- 
appears, having run its course—disappears, not on ac- 

count of a certain treatment, but more often in spite of 

it, especially when that is a drug treatment. Now, the 
average person, who may have been trying a score or 
more of drugs and treatments, when he happens to sur- 
vive, and his disease, in the ordinary course of events, 
| disappears, will almost invariably give credit to the dis- 
appearance of the disease to the treatment that he hap- 
pened to be undergoing at the time when the disease 
went away. What folly this is! | 
Another thing! When a person takes up a treatment, 
und begins the use of some innocuous remedy, he usually | 
gives up all the powerful drugs with which he has been 
dosing his system. This, of itself, is often sufficient to 
effect a cure, and is undoubtedly the secret of many cures | 
made by Christian Scientists, who first of all “throw | 
medicine to the dogs.” The editor will undertake to 
produce, with a little distilled water, syrup, peppermint | 
and coloring matter, any of the wonderful cures effected | 


by these widely-advertised compounds, in some of which || 


the components are little more medicinal than those 
above named. It would, however, be necessary for the 
patients to be ignorant of the contents of the bottle. 
Rather should they be given to understand that it con- 
tains the triple distilled extract of a rare herb, obtained |

SENOR CASTRO, VENEZUELA’S PRESIDENT, RULES 
THE LAND WITH AN [RON GRIP. 


[London Meil:] They told me in La Guayra, the port 
of Caracas, that this now notorious autocrat was origi- 
nally a muleteer and cattle smuggler down in the 
State of Los Andes. But he suddenly appears in the Ca- 
racas Hall of Congress in patent leather boots, which 60 
amused Sefior Castro himself (they wore no boots where 
he came from) that he was obliged to take them off and 
put them on the desk in front of him! 

On my way to see the President I noticed an ascent on 
that tortuous journey of nearly 4000 feet. Caracas has 
an almost perfect climate and a population of about 120,- 
000. I was amused to see in all the big office buildings 
the notice displayed, “Politics Are Not Allowed To Be 
Tatked Here.” 
| Castro is paramount now, and has been for years All 


| his enemies are killed or imprisoned in the dungeons un- 


der Maracaibo’s old fort, or else exiled in Bogota, Paris, 
New York or London. How Castro started with an 
army of twenty-three muleteers and smugglers; how 
this force grew and grew; how he directed battle from a 
horse litter, where he was confined with broken legs— 
these and other episodes are but incidents in this won- 
derful man’s career. 

Everybody in the town speaks of him with bated 
breath—some of ſhem pretty boldly, for he was away in 
his little mountain resort of La Victoria, where he ut- 
terly disregarded cablegrams about international block- 
ades and such like boresome things on the principle that 
“they will arrange themselves if they are let alone.“ In- 
deed, the President will often disappear altogether, leav- 
ing no address at the American Legation. 

Castro is always popular with his people, for he gives 
them no end of concerts, dances and bulifichts. He fre- 
quently retires to bed at 5 o'clock: in the morning, and re- 
celves Visitors at midday in his night dress. He is a 
thick-set, keen-eyed man, much below middle height, and 
with bie Indian blood showing mest plainly. I do not 
think he is an inch over five feet, and he is stooping at 
that.
